THE TORY IRISH POLICY TO |

Lonpon, Nov. 29.—Mr, Gladstone de- 
clines every request to speak until Parliament | 
reassembles, He has sent letters to several of 
his late colleagues stating his programme for 
the coming session. He approves an immediate 
challenge of the Government to state its Irish 
policy in the debate upon the address, although 
he expects that the Unionists will maintain their | 
ndliesion to the Government. Afterward he will |

question. 

The Times says the anti-rent campaign in Ire- 
lJand has been too long allowed headway. The 
Government will not be able to defeatit merely 
by disarmingits astute authors and violent ad- 
vocates, but they can insure victory @yer the 
movement by steadily carrying out the decrees 
of the courts. ; 

The Standard opposes the early summoning of 
Parliament for the purpose of discussing changes 
in the rules of procedure. It says the discussion 
would occupy almost the whole of the session, 
and declares that there are many measures 
awaiting action which deserve precedence, and 
againsié which no obstruction is likely to be prac- 
ticed. ‘‘ Under the circumstances,” the Standard 
gays, “to call Parliament a month earlier than 


usual, and appropriate the private member’s day 
at the beginning of the session would be an act 
of unprecedented rigor and of more than doubt- 
ful generalship.” 

Lord Mayor Sullivan, of Dublin, has sum- 
moneda meeting of the citizens to assemble 
next Friday to protest against ‘“ the Govern- 
ment’s tyranny toward the Irish National 
League.” 

Mr. John Dillon will defend himself in the case 
brought against him by the Government. The 
Right Hon. Hugh Holmes, Attorney-General for 
Ireland, and Mr. John G. Gibson, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, will conduct the prosecution against Mr. 
Dillon. 

Fifty prisoners, charged with being implicated 
in ** moonlighting” in Kerry and Clare, arrived 
to-day at Cork, escorted by a large force of po- 
lice. They will be tried at the Munster Assizes. 
Upon their arrival at the railway station in Cork 
the alleged ‘“‘ moonlighters” were cheered by the 
great crowd that d assembled there. Mr. 
O’Connor, member of Parliament, called for 
cheers for the prisoners and they were given 
with a will. 

Mr. Redmond, member of Parliament, speak- 
ing in Dublin to-night, said that if one hair of 
Dillon’s or O’Brien’s head was injured the Irish 
people would know how to avenge themselves 
for the outrage. 

A committee of Welsh Liberal members of Par- 
liament has been formed, with Mr. Richards as 
President, whose aim is practically to obtain 
nome rule for Wales. The leading planks of their 
platform are disestablishment and disendow- 
— ot the Church, land reforms, and free edu- 
pation. 

The Scotch home rulers will hold a conference 
and mass demonstration at Edinburgh on Jan. 
12. Their platform urges that national Legisla- 
tures be granted to the respective nationalities 
of the United Kingdom, eachLegislature to con- 
trol all local affairs, with an Executive responsi- 
ble only to the national electors. 

At the British Foreign Office doubts are enter- 
tained whether President Cleveland will beina 
position to announce in his coming message a 
solution of the fisheries dispute. No progress is 
being made toward a settlement. Lord Iddles- 
leighis absorbed in the Eastern question and j 
has completely relegated to Minister West all 
negotiations with the United States. The atti- 
tude of the Dominion Government is not favora- 
ble toa settlement. The extradition treaty.nas 
been settled upon the exact terms of the conven- 
tion drafted by Minister Phelps and Lord Rose- 
bery. The reports that amendments have been 
made by Canada are incorrect. 

Dr. Robertson, Conservative, has been elected 
to the House of Commons to-fill the vacancy in 
the Brighton district. The doctor is blind. “He 
had no opposition. 

A strong shock of earthquake visited Tashkend 
to-day and caused considerable damage in the 
Russian quarter. 


LonpDon, Noy. 30.—The Standards Dublin 
correspondent says a warrant will be issued for 
the arrest of Mr. O’Brien. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach has held a conference 
‘with magistrates from all parts of the south and 
west of Ireland. 

In an interview in Dublin Mr. O’Brien said he 
was of the opinion that the executive would de- 
feat themselves in trying to stem the tide of 
opinion in favor of a reduction of rents, even 
Gen. Buller having declared in favor of 
produce rent. The Government, he said, 
were playing the game of bankrupt landlords 
whose estates were so deeply mortgaged that it 
was imapossible for them to meet their engage- 
ments unlessthey exacted fullrents. He feared ; 
tlie Government's action would lead totroublous 
times, but he was confident that the English 

eople would see the justice of the claims of the | 

rish peasantry and that the repressive policy | 
would speedily produce a revulsion of feelingin | 
Eisziand against the authors of that policy. |

It is stated that Gen. Sir Redvers Buller will 
succeed Sir Richard Hamilton as Under Secre- 
tary for Ireland. 

Messrs. Labouchére and O’Connor spoke at 
Brighton last evening on the lapse of the com- 
pact between the Unionists and the Conserva- 
tives. The former said that the Brighton elec- 
tion indicated that the Liberals would refuse to 
support any candidate, however eminent, who 
was opposed to home rule. 

The Earl of Aberdeen, in a speech at Glasgow 
last evening, said that home rule was certainly 
not the millennium, but it was the solution of a 
great problem. Mistakes would be made, but 
not greater mistakes than the British Parliament 
had made. 

The police of Cork prevented the holding of a 
meeting called this evening to protest against 
jury-packing. 

ORGANIZING A NEW REBELLION. 
ZANKOFF HATCHING PLOTS AT BUCHA- 
REST—-THE SULTAN AND THE CZAR, 
Bucwaresr, Noy. 29.—At a meeting here 
yesterday of fugitive members of the Bulgarian 
revolutionist party, headed by M. Zankoff, it was 
decided that a new rebellion should be attempt- 
edin Bulgaria. The meeting was held at the 
Hotel Kiradiazi, and was participated in by M. 
Schakotkine, the Russian Consul at Pustchuk. 
Among the Zankoffites present were MM. Ben- 
dereff, Grueff, and other officers who had been 
dismissed from the Bulgarian service because of 
their connection with the recent uprising. M. 
Schakotkine promised that the Russian Consul 
at Bucharest would afford the plotters protec- 
tion in the event of the failure of their under- 

taking. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Noy. 29.—It is stated 
that Gen. Kaulbars presented to the Sultan a 
copy of the report on Bulgarian affairs prepared 
by him for the Czar, and that the Sultan re- 


quested him to convey to the Czar the warmest 
assurance of his regard and friendship. 


OpEssa, Nov. 29.—Gen. Kaulbars has ar- 
rived here and has proceeded to St. Petersburg. 


PrestH, Nov. 29.—In the Austrian Dele- 
gation to-day Count Zichy asked what position 
Austria occupied with regard. to Russia’s pro- 
posal that ;Prince Nicholas of Mingrelia be 
elected te the Bulgarian throne as the successor 
of Prince Alexander. Herr Szoegyenyi, Secre- 
tary to the Imperial Foreign Department, re- 
plied that Count Kalnoky, Foreign Minister, had 
no knowledge that such a proposal had. been 
made by Russia, and added that if it should be 
made it would require the sanction of the other 
powers before 1t could be carried into effect. 

The Austrian Delegation to-day voted the ex- 
tra military estimates, and the extension of the 
sredits granted tor 18895. 
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THE ‘GERMAN ARMY BILL, 
EMPEROR WILLIAM URGES ITS PASSAGE 
BY THE REICHSTAG. 

BERLIN, Nov. 29.—Emperor William, in 
receiving to-day the President, and Vice-Presi- 
dents of the Reichstag, referred to the work now 
before the members as of the first importance to 
the empire. He hoped the military bill would be 
passed willingly. Other Parliaments showed 
themselves disposed to meet demands for army 
expenditures, and Germany had to consider that 


she is already outstripped by neighboring States. 
He conciuded by ex Pissing bis belief that peace 
would be maintained. 

The Correspondence, a Liberal paper, declares 
that a majority in favor of increasing the pace 
effective strength of the army is assured, but 
that the German Liberals desire to vote credits 
for a shorter period than the septennate. The 
general tenor of the Progressist organs points to 
efiorts on the part of the Opposition to limit the 
term: of army service to three years.

A PLUCKY DOCTOR. 


HOW HE DEFENDED HIMSELF FROM 
TWO TRAMPS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 29.—Dr. Samuel B. 
Shoemaker, one of the resident physicians of the 
PennsylvVania Hospital, was called to Chestnut 
Hill last night on a professional visit. He hur- 
ried to the sick room and remained with his 
patient until late. On leaving the house his 
first thought was of the lonely surroundings, 
but he buttoned his overcoat up ito his chin, 
stuffed his hands into his overcoat pockets, and 
thought no more of the dark, lonely lane in 
which he was stumbling along. After the physi- 
cian had walked for 10 minutes he heard two 
voices, but it was too dark to discern where they 
came from. The physician did not stop, how- 
ever, but walked boldly on, and in another mo- 
ment he felt a hand on his right shoulder, and a 
voice said: ‘Give me your money.” Dr. Sho: 
maker had his hands out of his overcoat pockets 
in a jiffy,and said: ‘Oh, no, I won’t; I’ll give 
something else instead,” and he struck the mod- 
ern Jack Sheppard in the-face and kicked him 
simultaneously. 

In an instant Dr. Shoemaker felt two arms 
around his body. Heshook himself loose and 
struck out atthe other highwayman, and then 
took to his heels, The tramps ran after him, and 
the one who had been hit first said: ‘‘ We'll do 
youup.” They caught up to the physician, who 
was out of breath. Then he struck out for them, 
kicked them, and pounded them, and finally 
both the tramps ran away. Dr. Shoemaker 
wasn’t hurt. He will carry a revolver in future. 


A BIG JUMP IN MINING STOCKS. 














ANOTHER DEAL WHICH THE POOR OF 
SAN FRANCISCO WILL PAY FOR. 

San Francisco, Nov. 29.—It is a long 
while since the mining stock market has wit- 
nessed such a boom as during the last few days. 
Since the suspension of work on the lower levels 
of the Comstock there has been a steady rise in 
the prices of stocks, though there is absolutely 
no foundation for the appreciation of value. 
There are rumors of large bodies of low grade 
ore in the old upper levels, but this has always 
been reported, and nothing affords a reason for 
paying more for stocks than six months ago. 
California and Virginia is the stock which has 
appreciated most. It was sold a short time 
since for $25 a share.. It steadily rose until 
Saturday, when it jumped at once from 
$20 to $35; to-day it solid at $40 50. 
All other stocks have gone up in sympathy, and 
the vicinity of the Stock Boards is thronged with 
a multitude of working people and clerks, as of 
old, who'are putting their savings in the hands 
of brokers. Infact a reguiar old time craze has 
taken hold of the people. 

The whole thing is a deal pure and simple, en- 
gineered by large operators to make a big clean 
up. Without a pariicle of foundation the value 
ot the Comstock mines has increased fictitiously 
many millions of dollars in a few days. When 
the crash comes, as usual, it will be the poor 
people who will suffer. 
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THE TELEGRAPH SUITS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—The lawyers 
representing the various interests in the litiga- 
tion concerning the Receivership of the Bankers 
and Merchants Telegraph Company came be- 
fore Judge Butler, in the United States Circuit 
Court, to-day, and argued a number of motions 
in the cause. Col. Bob Ingersoll, who represents 
the United Telegraph Lines Company of New- 
York, which is deeply interested in the Bankers 
and Merchants’Company,asked leave,on behalf of 
Clinton P. Farrell, the recently appointed Re- 


ceiver of that company in this circuit, to bring 
suit for damages against the Western Union for 
the cutting of the Bankers and Merchants’ 
wires. The application was granted. He also 
asked that the bill of complaint filed on behalf 
of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company for 
foreclosure under the Baukers and Merchants’ 
mortgage be dismissed. A decision as to this 
was reseryed. 

Messrs, Turner and McClure, of the New-York 
law firm of Turner, Lee & McClure, who repre- 
sent the trust cm ee asked that the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Farrell as Receiver be set aside. It 
‘was urged that he was related by marriage to 
Col. Ingersoll, and therefore could not be con- 
sidered as a disinterested party. Col. Ingersoll 
contended that Mr. Purrell was in every way 
fitted.to fill the position, and that the question 
of relationship ought not to be taken into con- 
sideration. This was held under advisement.

BROADWAY RAILROAD TAXES. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Nov. 29.—Several of the 
Dutchess County Supervisors have been dis- 
cussing the opinion given by the Corporation 
Counsel of New-York that the property of the 
Broadway Railroad Company must be assessed 
in the county where the Receiver, John 
O’Brien, resides. He resides in the town of 


Rhinebeck. this county. That is, he votes there 
and his house is there. W. Morgan Lee, Cor- 
poration Counsel of Poughkeepsie, said to-day 
that.the Assessors in each town and city in this 
county is allowed to a certain date to complete 
his assessment roll, and that after such date the 
Supervisors can deduct from such assessment 
roll, but cannot add to it. The date referred to ex- 
hi before the Corporation Counsel of New- 

York gave his opinion; therefore it is an open 
question if the Broadway Railroad can this year 
be assessed anywhere, Ifit cannot, some coun- 
ty, town, or city will lose considerable thereby 
and the Receiver of the road will save a large 
tax on assessment.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 29.—The United 
States Circuit Court decided to-day a case against 
the Western Union Telegraph Company of inter- 
est to the public. A creditor at Memphis tele- 


graphed to his lawyer as follows: ‘A. B. owes 
me $1,000. If grounds, attach.” This dispatch 
was not delivered. Subsequently a siwilar dis- 
atch was sent by another creditor to the same 
awyer. An attachment was laid and the money 
made, but only enough to pay the second credit- 
or. The first creditor sued the Western Union, 
and the court held the company liable for the 
debt. Judge Jackson, in delivering his opinion, 
said the dispatch disclosed on the face of it its 
importance.

A WIFE'S ILL TREATMENT 


MRS. FERRY’S GROUNDS FOR 
SEEKING A DIVOROE. 

SHE RELATES FACTS WHICH PLACE HER 
HUSBAND IN NO ENVIABLE LIGHT— 
SEVENTEEN STRICT RULES. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 29.—Mrs. Abbie Farwell 

Ferry, a daughter of John V. Farwell, the well 

known merchant of this city, to-day began suit 

against her husband, William H. Ferry, for a 

divorce. Mrs. Ferry’s bill is a very long one 

and narrates a story of studied ill-treatment and 
vulgar abuse on the part of her husband. The 
couple were married in October, 1875, and went 
abroad for a wedding tour, which lasted till the 
following May. Ferry’s conduct early dis- 
closed the fact that he had married 
Miss Farwell solely with the hope that 
through her he might gain possession of 
some of her father’s great wealth. Although 
himself the son of a well-to-do father and the 
owner of a fortune of $20,000 he began to up- 
braid his wife before they were out of sight 
of New-York because her father had not 
more liberally endowed her. Since the marriage 
he has seemed to live for nothing but to 
extract money from his father-in-law, and 
the fact that his wife did not receive 
large sums from that source provoked 
and enraged him, In order to please her 
husband Mrs, Ferry says she’coaxed her father 
into building them a house, but Ferry said a 


house would not do him any good, and the dwell- 

ing itself became a burden of woe and distress to 

the wife. Ferry would abuse her with coarse words 

and when she would protest she loved him 

and would proffer m a kiss he would 

coarsely and roughly push her ay She 
y 





says she became almost crazed his 
conduct. At last the wife says she went to 
her father and asked if something 
could not be done to better the condition of her 
husband, and when she reported her interview 
to her husband he replied in violent anger, 
‘You fool, keep your mouth shut, as you spoil 
everything.” She says Mr. Ferry continued 
to declare he was killing himself by work, and 
that she wasto blame. To conciliate the defend- 
ant she suggested, the bill recites, that perhaps 
she could induce her father to settle on 
her $100,000. Immediately and during the next 
few moments defendaut’s voice softened and 
his words were bland. He said he owed his 


mother $40,000 and his sister Nettie 
$20,000, and of course it woula_ be 
dishonorable not to pay those debts.” 


The wife expressed doubts about the propriety 
of this from her father’s money, ‘‘ when sud- 
denly the softness of the voice of defendant was 
changed to wrath. Complainant burst into 
weeping, when defendant angrily exclaimed: 
- sey UP and go out of my room; you are a 
—— fool.” 

After the death of Mr. Ferry’s fatherin 1880 he 
fell heir to an estate worth $60,000, but he was 
penurious and mean,refused her decent provision 
for her support, compelled her to do and perform 
menial duties and drudgery almost unheard of 
among Lerman good circumstances; that the 
husband measured every pleasure by its cost in 
cents, and denied his family all the comforts 
which even the poor enjoy. 

* Notwithstanding the wealth of the de- 
fendant,” runs Mrs. Ferry’s bill, “he com- 
pelled complainant to do the heavy menial 
labor of packing the furniture and goods 
both moving into and out of the city. Com- 
plainant rose in the mornings to build 
the fires while defendant slept. In the house 
the furniture was not in good order, and when 
complainant, shivering with the cold, spoke of 
the low heat defendant, with disgust and rage, 
in the presence of their children, called com- 
a filthy and obscene terms, too filthy to 

e written herein.” : 

Referring to their first attempt at’ housekeep- 
ing. Mrs. Ferry recites: “Ten minutes after 
they first entered the house defendant rushed 
excitedly to complainant and bitterly railed at 
her because he had discovered a jar of 
the butter exposed in the shed to dust and 
spiders, all of which of-course was unknown 
tocomplainant.” From that day Mrs. Ferry says 
he never ceased to upbraid her forsomeimagined 
expense or waste in housekeeping. She saved 
$300 by making the children’s clothes, but the 
husband complained ‘‘ bécduse she did not look 
after the kitchen, because: he found swillin the 
coal hods, ashes in the stove, and waste pipes 
full.” She alleges that he had the rep- 
utation among the neighbors of starving 
the servants. The complainant says she went 
without a new hat for seven. years, ‘and with 
her own hands mended old carpets to cover the 
tioors of their cottage.” She had no clothes but 
old dresses made over. Ferry improvised a set 
ot rules for Mrs. Ferry. They were: 

Rule I. She should not allow the servants to go 
out together. 

II. Servants must never use a kerosene lamp. 

III. She should make the cook empty ashes every 
morning. 

IV. She must see that the furnace fire was poked 
out underneath. 

V. She must make the cook use dripping instead 
a lard; butter must never be thought of—lard was a 

usury. 

VL She must not buy yeast, but have the cook 
make it. 

VII. Never use eggs in cooking. 

VIII, She must usé ashes in cleaning tins. 

IX. Bones left at the table must be used for soup. 
ioe must not allow the servants out afier 

XI. She must watch that the neighbors’ maids did 
not eorngete sugar out of the house. 

. mee ot eather dusters or carpet sweepers must not 
e€ used, 

XIII. The housemaid must wash the windows 
every day if she had nothing else to do. 

XIV. Biuing or white sugar must not be used. 

XV. Molasses should be used instead of brown 
sugar. 

XVI. Mrs, Ferry should always correct servants 
by admonishing them over some other person’s 
shoulders, as the saying is. 

XVII, She must never mention her husband’s 
name in putting the rules into execution. 

The bill recites all the incidents of the unhappy 
couple’s life at great length. Among other 
things she says: ‘** Upon one occasion defendant 
jammed a pillow over the head and face of 
this complainant and attempted with violence to 
smother and strangle her.” She resisted, and 
when the husband arose he said: ‘*I am Othello 
and you are Desdemona, only I am not dark 
enough for Othello and you are not fair enough 
for Desdemona.”

The thief is described as about 22 years of age, 
5 feet 7 inches in height, of florid complexion, and 
wearing alight mustache. He was dressed in 
dark clothes and wore a black derby hat.

FOR ANNOYING MRS. GARFIELD. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 29.—Sebrand 
Albert Bodde, a native of Holland, 38 years old, 
has been writing letters to President Garfield’s 
widow and her daughter Mollie for some months. 
The letters were a mixture of lunacy and admi- 


ration. In themselves they were not intolera- 
ble since they could be readily disposed of 
without reading, but latterly the fellow has 
made himself an unbearable nuisance by in- 
tiading himself upon the family at Mentor. 
He has walked into the house unannounced, 
and being turned away without seeing either 
of the ladies, has sullenly retired, cursing, not- 
withstanding that he claims to be a devout mem- 
ber of the Dutch Reformed Church. He was be- 
fore the Probate Court of Lake County to-day as 
the subject of an inquest of lunacy, at the in- 
stigation of Mrs. Garfleld’s brother.

DEFAULTER REEDS METHODS. 


ISSUING 





THE SAME STOCK OF THE 

COMPANY TWICE. 

Boston, Nov. 29.—All sorts of rumors are 
afloat concerning the misdeeds of Treasurer 
Reed, of the South Boston Road, and it is much 
to be feared that the tendency is to paint him of 
a blacker hue than his deeds would warrant. 
This was the case with his connection with the 
Mexican Telephone Company and his alleged 
overissue of the stock of that company, which 
dwindles in amount toa paltry few hundred dol- 
lars, and upon investigation will perhaps disap- 


pear altogether. The defaulting Treasurer has 
sufficient to answer for, nevertheless, and the 
experts at work on the books of the South Bos- 
ton Railroad are continually discovering new 
and unexpected things in the line of stock over- 
issues or the manipulation of cash and assets. 
Most of the irregularities now coming to light 
are small in amount, but in the aggrégate will 
swell the total defalcation to a jae sum. 

Reed’s entanglement of the funds of the com- 
pany has rendered it a difficult task to straizhten 
out the affairs of the road. To conceal his thefts 
even accounts of the most trifling character 
were involved, and in the schedule of assets 
of the company hardly a single item is correct] 
returned. It is incomprehensible that such falsi- 
fication of the entire business of a large concern 
could pass unquestioned forso many years. It 
was at first supposed that Treasurer Keed’s over- 
issues of stock were confined to certificates 
signed in blank by ex-President Crosby. It was 
then discovered that in some cases the signature 
of President Hersey was forged, and to-day it is 
learned that Reed reissued the same certificate 
of stock to different parties, thus doubling or 
trebling the face value received by him of each 
numbered certiiicate so issued, and noone can 
tell how far this compound evil may extend. 

Reed’s method in this particular line of vill- 
ainy was this: When a transfer of stock was 
made in the market the certificate would be re- 
turned to the company to have the transfer dul 
recorded. Reed would make out anew certifl- 
cate, and would paste the old one on the stub in 
the book from which it was originally cut, but 
without canceling it. Then when he was pushed 
for money he would cut out the old certificate, 
and issue ifas naew one, the holder, of course, 
having no reason to suppose that a duplicate of 
that number was alread) out. The first discov- 
ery of this kind of overissue was made when 
@ small block of onty 15 or 20 shares 
was returned for verification, and it was 
found to be a portion of a block of 100 shares re- 
issued by the methods described. As a conse- 
quence of this and other transactions, if has be- 
come necessary to go back to the beginning of 
Reed’s administration, some ons or nine years 
ago, and follow out every certificate issued since 
that time, It will require weeks to verify the 
stock of the company in this way, and in -the 
meantime every holder of stock in this company 
is in fear and trembling lest he should be num- 
bered among the victims. Of course, all this has 
a depressing effect upon the stock, sending it 
down from 104 to 86; but it would go much low- 
er were any large quantities offered for sale. As 
the company’s books have been closed for stock 
transfer until affairs are straightened out, there 
is ey no dealing in the stock in the 
market. 





FIGHTING ELECIION FRAUDS. 
NEW-JERSEY REPUBLICANS . PREPARE 


FOR VIGOROUS ACTION. 

TRENTON., N. J.. Nov. 29.—A meeting of 
the Republican State Committee was held at the 
Trenton House to-day to take action concerning 
the alleged Democrati¢ frauds in Camden County. 
Eminent counsel have been employed to contest 
both before the House of Assembly and in the

opened and the ballots therein so altered as to 
change the lawful result as to the election of mem- 
ber of the House of Assembly in the said district; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That a reward of $1,000 is hereby offered 
and will be paid to any one who wil! furnish to the 
counsel of this committee information which will 
lead tu the arrest and conviction of the instigators 
or perpetrators of this atrocious and criminal at- 
tempt to defeat the lawful expression of the will of 
the people, , 

Senator Sewell was present at the meeting of 
the committee. He feels confident that the 
wrong attempted in Camden and Mercer Coun- 
ties will be righted.

MURDERED BY OUTLAWS. 

LAKE PROVIDENCE, La., Nov. 29.—S. Wil- 
kowski, Representative from West Carroll Par- 
ish, came here this afternoon and reported hay- 
ing been waylaid in his parish by a gang of out- 
laws numbering about 10 persons. He was ac- 
companied by two friends. He expressed him- 
self as fortunate in escaping assassination by 
taking to the woods. Hefurther reported that at 
about 10 o’clock last night his bookgeeper, Major 


Jonn McKay, Justice of the Peace, was shot and 
killed at his home, about four miies from Cale- 
donia, together with his cook. His dwellin 
was set on tire and both bodies were consumed. 
Mr. Wilkowski has large business interests in 
West Carroll Parish, where he has lived a great 
many years and brought up his family, whom he 
was compelled to leave behind in order that he 
might escape the clutches of the outlaws. The 
murderers of McKay will no doubt be fully 
identified, because they stopped the team of Mr. 
Wilkowski, returning home from Ashton yes- 
terday at about noon, when it ad 
traversed half the distance, and _ beat 
the driver mercilessly. The three colored men 
who had charge of the wagon know the men, but 
only one of them has returned, and he is in town 
with Wilkowski. He is badly frightened. It 
was Wilkowski’s custom to go to Ashton every 
Sunday to meet the packet, but from some rea- 
son he did not go yesterday. The lawless gang 
were thus disappointed in not meeting him. 
When asked why he did not goto Floyd, get a 
Sheriff and posse, and hunt down the assassins, 
Wilkowski replied thatit would have cost him 
his life to attempt to get there. Major McKa 
was a quiet, law-abiding citizen, and was muc 
respected by every one.

A PROFITABLE CANAL SEASON. 

ALBANY, Nov. 29.—The season of canal 
navigation, which will close to-morrow night, 
has been unusually successful. The canals were 
open 215 days, being the longest season since 
1882, when it was 241 days. The trafiic this 
year will amount to 5,250,000 tons, as against 


4,732,000 tons last year, 5,009,488 tons in 1884 
and 5,664,056 tons in 1883. Thefreights during 
the past year have been considerably in advance 
of those of 10 years before, and the season 
throughout was more prosperous. For the first 
time in several years the boating men finish the 
séasou with protit. No breaks have occurred 
during the year, and the cost of maintenance of 
the canals. was the same as in 1885, $750,000. 

As soon as the water is drawn from the canals 
the Superintendent of Public Works will super- 
vise the lengthening of Locks Nos. 47, 48, 49,51, 
and 52 on the Erié; Nos. 3,4, and 5 on the Os- 
wego Canal. These are all lift locks to the heav- 
ily laden boats that travel eastward. The new 
locks are to be so constructed that they shall 4 
220 feet long and not less than 18 feet wide 
the clear. The Oswego locks are to cost $60,000 
and those on the Erie $125,000, and all are to be 
completed before the opening of the canals 
next Spring.

A TOWN IN CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

FarcGo, Dakota, Nov. 29.—At the late 
election the town of La Moure secured a small 
majority in favor of removing the county seat 
from the rival town of Grand Rapids to La 
Moure.

The McKeevers and Loveridges are two of the 





“wealthiest and most aristocratic families in the 


pretty little city of Orange. Until very recently 
they have been the very best of neighbors. The 
homes of both are situated in Linden-place, a 
stone’s throw apart, on opposite sides of the 


street. This is the highest point of land in 
Orange, and commands an unobstructed view 
of the picturesque Blue Ridge range of 
mountains. Thespotis noted for views of sun- 
sets. Of the two homesteads the McKeever’s is 
the more palatial and artistic. It cost about 
$50,000 and, in point of site and architecture, is 
not surpassed in Orange. For comfort, how- 
ever, the Loveridge home is all that could be de- 
sired by the most domestic person. 

Daniel McKeever has a large family, and is a 
dry goods merchant in business at No. 476 
Broadway, this city. His son, William D., who 
appears in the matrimonial case, is a beardless 
youth of 18, who _ holds a clerical position 
with Lazarus & Rosenfeld, at No 58 
Murray-street. He is slender in build, above 
the average height, and. intelligent iooking. 
Henry Loveridge, the tather of the bride, is 
President of the Maryland Coal Company, and 
his office is at No. 35 Broadway, in this city. 
Mrs. Loveridge is one of the» New-England 
Hutchinsons, of musical fame, and a sister of Mrs. 
Ludlow Patton, of this city. Marion is an only 
child. Her beauty and intelligence made her a 
great favorite in refined ng society. 

*Anintimate friend of the Loveridge family, 
when asked about the — marriage and 
threatened litigation, said that the Loveridges 
were averse to having anything made public un- 
til the legal action of young McKeever’s father 
was made known. ‘* The facts are,” said he, 
* that the young people have been acquainted 
four years or more. They were educated to- 
gether at the Dearborn-Morgan school in Or- 
ange. .Their friendship ripened into love, and 
after leaving school young McKeever paid Miss 
Loveridge marked attention. His habits, how- 
ever, were objectionable to her parents, and 
they tried to persuade her togive himup. On 
two occasions they forbade him the house, but 
Marion was infatuated and their efforts proved 
futile. Seeing there was no use in trying to stop 
the course of events her parents did the next best 
thing. They permitted him to call again at the 
house, and showed him every attention possible, 
in the hope that he would become settled. Last 
Summer the Loveridges were at the Hutchin- 
sons’. in Milford, N. H.,and young McKeever 
spent two weeks there on their invitation. When 
the family returned to Orange in September he 
continued his visits to Miss Marion, and was 
always pleasantly received by the family. His 
family never made any objection, and the Lov- 
eridges and McKeevers have often been thrown 
together socially. 

“The sudden marriage was determined upon a 
week ago yesterday. Word was. sent to the 
young man to meet the young lady at the house 
of her aunt. He responded in person, and, the 
ease being presented. to. him, he voluntarily 
agreed. Accordingly the party, consisting of 
Mrs. Loveridge, Mrs. Pattén, Miss Loveridge, 
Mr. McKeever, and Dr. Howe, of this city, went to 
the residence of the Rev..Mr. Williams and the 
ceremony was duly performed. - The bride’s 
aunt, mother, and Dr. Howe, were the witnesses. 
There was no force or coercion whatsoever. 
The physician may have spoken sharply to the 
young man in the first interview, but as a friend 
of the family,in the absence of her parental 
protector, that was but natural. The rea- 
son that Mr. Loveridge was not present 
at the hasty marriage was, I understand, 
because he was away. His business 
is such that heis often compelled to make quite 
long trips. After the marriage ceremony Ma- 
rion, or Mrs. McKeever as she is now, went to 
her home and her husband went to hishome. It 
was agreed to keep the marriage secret fora 
while. Last Thursday the young husband 
called on his wife at her parent’s res- 
idence and spent the evening. On Friday 
she figured prominently in a swell entertain- 
ment at Orange called the Dairymaid’s Fair. 
One hundred of the young ladies of the city ap- 
peared as dairymaids, and among them was the 
bride. Her husband was there and paid her 
every possible attention. Saturday evening Mrs. 
Loveridge, her sister, and young Mrs. Mc-

dence. The marriage had been made known 
at that time. Mr. McKeever then and 
there emphatically refused to recognize the 
marriage. He declared that his boy was a 
minor and had been forced into the affair by 
trickery.

DEATH OF DR. JOHN P. GRAY. 


HASTENED BY HIS ATTEMPTED ASSAS- 
SINATION FOUR YEARS AGO. 

Utica, N. Y., Nov. 29.—Dr. John P. Gray, 
Superintendent of the State Lunatic Asylum, 
who had been sick for some time, died at 2:48 
o’clock this afternoon. Dr. Gray never fully 
recovered from the shock of his attempted as- 
sassination by a man named Reimshaw, in 1882. 
He had just returned from Washington, where 
he had acted as the chief medical adviser of the 
Government in the trial of Guiteau for the 
assassination of President Garfield, and was 


sitting in his private office on the afternoon of 
March 17 when a tall man entered, leveled a re- 
volver at the doctor, and fired. The ball entered 
his left cheek, passed through the flesh, and 
out at the other side of the cheek. His 
would-be assassin pers himself up, and proved 
to be Henry Reimshaw, a man who had been in- 
sane forsome 18 months. He announced that 
he was an ambassador sent from heaven to shoot 
Dr. Gray, and evinced an insane joy that he had 
succeeded in his mission. The doctor was 
confined to his bed for several days, and 
when he finally was able to leave it, his 
nasal organs were so seriously injured by 
the passage of the ball through his cheek 
that ever afterward his breathing was 
affected. He suffered almost constantly 
thereafter from neuralgia, at times intense- 
ly. The shock to his nervous system 
Was severe and when he undertook to resume 
the labors of his position exhaustion followed 
slight exertions. A year.ago his friends became 
alarmed about his condition, and the managers 
of the asylum giving him leave of absence, he 
_- most of the Winter in Thomasville, Ga. 

e returned to his work in the Spring apparent- 
ly improved, but the gain was only eye, days si 
and in July last he went abroad to try the Ger- 
man spas. He returned early in October to 
all appéarances much benefited, but the 
resumption of business and the cares 
of the asylum brought back his ailments. 
Bright’s disease had attacked him and week 
by week his strength declined till 10 days ago 
he waa obliged to take to his bed. His condition 
yesterday le@ his friends to hope that he might 
survive severai days or weeks, but in the even- 
ing he grew worse. At midnight he became un- 
conscious, and in that condition he remained 
till 2:45 this afternoon, when he died. During 
his trip to Europe Dr. Gray was attended by Dr. 
Ford, of Utica. The latter with the asylum phy- 
sicians and Dr. Booth, of this city, attended him 
during his last illness. Mrs. Gray and three 
children—Dr. John P. Gray, Jr., William, and 
Cornelia—survive. 

Dr. Gray received his medical education at the 


The young 





,Dniversity of Pennsylvania, graduating from 


the medical department of that institution in 
1848. He devoted himself to the treatment of 
mental diseases, and it was his, success in this 
specialty that brought him to the position of 
Superintendent of the State Lunatic Asylum. In 
1876 he was a delegate from the New-York State 
Medical Society to the International Medical 
Congress, which met at Philadelphia. He was 
chosen President of the section on mental dis- 
eases, and the paper on “ Mental Hygiene’ 
which he read at that time was published 
in the transactions of the congress. r. Gray 
established in the asylums of this country the 
microscopic study of the brain. At the time of 
his death Dr. Gray was a member of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the Association of Med- 
icine, the State Medical Society, the Association 
of Superintendents of American Institutes for 
the Insane, and the Oneida County Medical So- 
ciety. Hewas also Professor of Psychological 
Medicine and Medical Jurisprudence in the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College, and Pro- 
fessor of Psychological Medicine in the Albany 
Medical College of Union University.

M’NEILL FINALLY DECIDES TO RUN FOR 
MAYOR, 

Boston, Nov. 29.—After thrice declining 
to be the Labor candidate for Mayor of Boston 
George E. McNeill to-day decided to accept the 
tendered nomination and enter a contest similar 
to that waged by Henry George in New-York. 
It is no less true, however, that the backbone of 
this movement was broken at the Faneuil Hall 
meeting on Friday night, ana that the candidacy

Desperate efforts were made 
to secure the 7,000 signers to MeNeill’s declara- 
tion of principles, founded upon the George plat 
form in New-York, but without success, and 
many prominent in the labor organizations 
here assert that it is impossible to get 
that number of signers and bring them to 
the polls. Itis claimed that about 4,000 names 
have been obtained thus far, but there is no 
surety that these signers can be depended upon 
when it comes to casting votes. As soon as Mc- 
Neill signified his tinal intention to accept the 
nomination a telegram was sent to Henry 
George asking him to tix dates for speaking in 
Boston. The leaders in the movement say that 
an aggressive campaign will be onneee as soon 
as George’a auswer is received. ~Neill has 
long been foremost in advocating the interests 
of the labor organizations in this city, and is the 
leading spirit in the Massachusetts Mutual Ben- 
efit Association, the co-operative printing com- 
pany of Boston, and the so-called workingmen’s 
ena He is a typical Yankee, and his career 
as been divided between the printer’s case, the 
shoemaker’s bench, and the insurance business.

THROUGH HEART AND BRAIN 


TWO BULLETS END THE LIFR 
OF “POLL” SULLIVAN. 

-A MYSTERIOUS QUARREL, A REVOLVER 
FIRED BY AN UNKNOWN HAND, 
AND A DEAD MAN IN THE GUTTER. 

Two loud shots, the rapid scurrying of 
many feet, and the excited tries of a crowd 
broke in upon the meditations of a policeman 
leaning against the news stand at the Franklin- 
street corner of the Tombs, in Centre-street, at 
7:30 o’clock last night. Hurriedly looking 
around, the officer placed the varied sounds as 
coming from across the street on the upper cor- 
ner of Leonard-street. 

In the centre of the crowd there, lying on his 
face on the sidewalk near a pile of beer kegs, 
was a man bleeding from two wounds. Around 
him gaped the crowd. A little further off, 
standing against a wagon drawn up in Leonard- 
street, and somewhat apart from the crowd, 
‘was another man, and his peculiar actions—as if 
he were trying to hide something in his coat— 
brought the officer to his side. 

“Who did this ?” he asked. The man tried to 
edge away, but Offieer Wright, noticing the glit- 
ter of a pistol barrel under his coat, caught 
him by-the throat with one hand, holding the 
pistol with the other. The tight grip must have 
been painful, for the armed man cried: “ Let 
up, will you, and take the gun.” 

He submitted quietly to arrest and gave up his 
revolver, from which two shots had been fired. 
Other officers having arrived upon the scene 
Wright turned the body of the wounded man 
over to them and started with his prisoner to the 
Elizabeth-street station. There the prisoner said 
he was Cornelius McCarthy, of No. 138 Leonard: 
Street. Sergt, Young, however, recognized 
him immediately as Cornelius Rice, an “old- 
timer,” who had served sentences for rob- 


bery. Rice, who had been drinking, said that 
he, Daniel Sullivan, “Tommy” Hunt, and an- 
other man had been standing at the corner 
talking, when Sullivan and Hunt got into some 

uarrel—he didn’t know what—and Hunt drew 
the pistol. Sullivan immediately sprang at 
him as if to wrest the wéapon, when Hunt, 
holding the pistol. against the other’s 
breast, fired. Sullivan staggered back, 
and Hunt, taking deliberate aim at Sullivan’s 
head, fired again. Then Sullivan dropped, 
and Hunt started torun. He broke for Leenard- 
street, and Rice, who says that up to this time 
he had been absolutely paralyzed from terror, 
seized him and tried to take away his pistol. 
The struggle resulted in Hunt’s getting away, 
but he left the pistol in Rice’s hand. Rice says 
Hunt started up Leonard-street toward Baxter, 
and before he (Rice) had fully realized what had 
happened Hunt was gone, the officer was upon 
him, and he had been arrested. 

This story was elicited from the excited pris- 
oner only after much questioning. He never 
varied it thereafter in his statements to various 
persons. He was locked up and six or eight de- 
tectives.were started out to work up the case. 

In the meantime the officers remaining at the 
scene of the tragedy had sent a call to the 
Chambers-Street Hospital for an ambulance, 
andinafew minutes one arrived. Sullivan lay 
where he had fallen. The ambulance surgeon ex- 
amined him. He was motionless—dead. He 
yo not spoken a word or uttered a groan 

rom 





the time the fatal shots were 
fired. One bullet had plowed its way 
through his left breast, the other had 


entered his head just back of the right ear, and 
had probably entered the brain. Either one 
would have caused almost instant death. The 
ambulance surgeon was urged to take the body 
away, but he refused. He said the man was 
dead and that settled it. The dead wagon was 
the proper thing. Two policemen then obtained 
a stretcher and carried the limp body to the 
Elizabeth-street station, where it was Yaid out, 
decently covered, on the floor of the prison, in 
the rear. 

The cause of the murder is something of a mys- 
tery. Sullivan, who, from the peculiar shape of 
his nose, like thatof a parrot, was familiarly 
called “ Poll,” was a good-natured, easy-going 
fellow, known and liked by everybody in the 
neighborhood. Last Summer he was keeper of 
a public bath at the foot of Bethune-street, and 
at odd intervals for three years past 
he has been employed as a water meter 
inspector. He lived in a tenement house at 
No. 72 Baxter-street, and was something of a 
politician. Rice, the man arrested, and 
“Tommy” Hunt are both young toughs, 
bruisers, and thieves, and the fourth man men- 
tioned by Rice was learned by the police to be 
Owen Bruen, a boon companion of Dan Driscoll, 
the “Whyo” chief, now under sentence of 
death for the murder of Beezy Garrity. Bruen 
was with Driscoll at the time of that murder, 
and testified for him at his trial in the Court of 
General Sessions. 

Sullivan was born and brought up in the same 
ward with these fellows, 2nd was more or less 
intimate with them. On Oct. 11,1880, Hunt 
was tried for robbery, and sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment. He thought, it is said, 
that Sullivan was in some way account- 
able for his conviction, and when he was 
discharged, about two years ago, he and Sulh- 
van had some words aboutit. A peace between 
them was patched up, however, and the men ap- 
perenne vecame friends. When they got to 

rinking, as, it is said, they did vesterday, the 
subject of Hunt’s conviction was pretty sure to 
come up and a drunken quarrel to result. 

These four men are said to have Deen together 
pretty nearly all yesterday afternoon, and at 6 
o’clock they went to supper together. An hour 
later they came back to Martin’s saloon, just 
outside of which the murder was committed, and 
had several drinks, and then they went 
out on the sidewalk. A few moments later, 
@ man who refused last night to give his 
name, started out of the saloon, he heard, he 
says, the first shot fired. As he stepped out a 
little further, he saw} Sullivan stagger, and then, 
he asserts, he saw Hunt fire the second shot, 
saw him run toward Leonard-street, saw Rice 
grapple with him, and saw him break away and 

sappear up Leonard-street. 

This information was given late last night toa 
TIMEs reporter. The man who gave it was first 
carefulto ask whether Rice had “squealed,” 
and when told that Rice had denied the shooting 
of Sullivan he told this story, and said that he 
would repeat it when called upon by the police te 
do so. If this story is true, it would seem that 
the old quarrel between Sullivan and Hunt had 
cropped up onthe street, and that Hunt ended 
it forever with his revolver. One man whosays 
he heard the two men quarreling declares that 
he heard Hunt say just before the first shot, 
** D—n you, Pll settle it now sure.” 

William Radford, of No. 116 Centre-street, whe 
knows all the persons concerned with the mur- 
der, says that about five minutes before the mur- 
der he walked by the corner in front of Martin’s 
saloon and sew Sullivan and two men standing 
there talking. He spoke to Sullivan, who re- 

lied pleasantly, and then walked away. He 
fad gotten only a block when he heard the 
shots. Radford is positive that neither of the 
men he had seen with Sullivan was Rice or 
Hunt. Radford’s statement gives rise to the 
opinion among some that Hunt had not been 
with Sullivan during the day, as is believed, 
but that he had sought out his victim with the 
deliberate intention of murdering him. 

The neighborhood was intensely excited last 
night. and many stories—among which not the 
least prominent was that Rice was the real mur- 
derer—were flying about. It was impossible 
to get at the real facts. Other than 
the man referred to above all the wit- 
nesses to the shooting seemed to have 
disappeared. The detectives looking for Hunt, 
who is said to have lived in Park-street, and 
Bruen, were not successful up to a late hour last 
night. Bruen, it is said, had no employment, 
while Hunt, since his discharge from prison, has 
been a laborer at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

Sullivan’s body was removed later in the even- 
ing to a Leonard-street undertaker’s place, 
where it was rh sege ten for burial. His only 
relatives are a little sister, whom he supported; 
a brother, who works for Erastus Wiman on 
Staten Island, and a brother-in-law. None og 
them saw the body last night.

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STANLEY’S EXPLOITS TOLD 


EXPLORER TALKS OF 
THE GREAT DARK LAND. 
INCIDENTS OF THE WONDERFUL JOUR- 
NEY FROM ZANZIBAR TO TANGANYIKA 

AND THE WESTERN SEA. 

Two large maps of Africa confronted a 
large and cultured audience at Chickering Hall 
lastevening. One represented Africa as it ap- 
peared to discoverers in 1873, when Livingstone 
died. There was a large patch of red on the oth- 
er. The brilliant hue represented that por- 
tion of the ‘“‘Dark Continent” traversed by 
Mr. Henry M. Stanley, and now known as the 
Free State of Congo. This particular portion of 
Africa, however, formed but a comparatively 
small part of the territory of which Mr. Stanley 
talked. The lecturer was introduced to his 
audience by the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, who, 
after statMg that his réle was superfluous, 
claimed that Mr. Stanley should not be blamed 
for having been born in Great Britain, as he had 


really no choice in the matter, and had as soon 
ashe reached years of discretion emigrated to 
America. 

Mr, Stanley was greeted in a very cheery man- 
ner. His auditors, a majority of whom were 
ladies, had evidently decided that they were 
booked for a treat. Alleyes followed the move- 
ments of the gentleman, who is known in Africa 
by a name to which American type cannot do 
justice, as he picked up a long wand and, point- 
ing to the white-faced map, said he would ex- 
plain the difference between Africa as he found 
it and as he left it. As the other map plainly 
showed, Mr. Stanley painted quite a large por- 
tion of Africa red before he surrendered his com- 
mission and about 400 treaties to King Leopold 
of Belgium. 

When he heard of Livingstone’s death Mr. 
Stanley decided to prove to cynical New-York- 
ers that his discovery of Livingstone in the heart 
of Africa was child’s play in comparison with 
the completion of Livingstone’s researches. 
Among other matters he had determined to 
solve was the true name of the river that had 
iured Livingstone to his death. Livingstone be- 
lieved it to be the Nile. Others thought it was 
the Niger or the Congo, while not a few sci- 
entists claimed that it still awaited a name. 
He gathered his band about him at Zanzibar and 
swore to be father, mother, brother, and sister 
toall of them. They were rich in money and 
goods at the start, but every bumptious chief 
they met decreased their stores of wealth. They 
entered a wilderness with three days’ provis- 
ions. The journey through it lasted nine days 
and nine men died of starvation. Finally, after 
many trials, they found themselves upon the 
bank of Lake Victoria Nyanza, upon which they 
launched their cedar boat. 

Every man in the band had heard of the great 
inland sea, but none except their leader seemed 
to have thought of the necessity of navigating 
it. When Stanley called for volunteer sailors, 
his dark-hued companions stood like so many 
ebony statues. They were all sons of Adam, one 
of them gravely remarked, and he saw no neces- 
sity for taking to the water until he became a fish. 
None of them showed any desire to get on board 
until ey ordered to doso. Then they 
obeyed like lambs. 

After skirting the shore of the lake fora 
couple of days Stanley hired a chief named 
Saramba to accompany him and act as inter- 
preter. Saramba came high, but it was neces- 
sary tohave him. At the next station on the 
route the natives were asked how longit would 
take to follow the shores of thelake. Barriug 
accidents they thought it might be accomplisned 
in eight years. Saramba wondered how his wife 
would greet him on his return. The rest of the 
band fell on their faces in the bottom of the boat. 

The next tribe of natives showed a desire to 
slug the explorers with stones, which they car- 
ried up their sleeves. They were only prevented 
from carrying out their intentions by the dis- 
charge of arevolver. They were afterward in- 
duced to shake hands, or its equivalent, which 
with them consisted in dropping the lower jaw 
until dislocation seemed imminent, but it never 
happened. They were trained jaw droppers. 

The Emperor of Uganda, the most powerful 
potentate of equatorial Africa, Was the best 
triend Staniey made on thetrip. His everyday 
name was Umtessa, or something that sounded 
like it. He inquired solicitously about the health 
of the people of Europe, and expressed much 
satisfaction at hearing that it was fair to mid- 
diing. Umtessa was afriend to the white man, 
and received missionaries with open arms. He 
died some time ago, and the missionaries have 
since been murdered by his successor, his son. 

Stanley oceupied 57 daysin skirting the shores 
of Victoria Nyanza. Umtessa gave him a guard 
of 2,600 men, but they relieved him of their 
presence in afew days. Exploring did not 
agree with them. After discovering the old 
outiet to Lake Tanganyika the exploring

party eut across to Ujiji, where Stan- 
ey had met Livingstone. From  Ujjiji 
the party started north to discover the 


outlet of the river Livingstone had supposed to 
be the Nile. Staniey and his single white com- 
panion discussed the direction which it would 
be best to take. It was all the same to Stanley’s 
companion, but Stanley wished to go north. 
They flipped a penny and the southern course 
won. They pulled straws and the sotthern 
course won. When Mr. Stanley had lost the toss 
twice he determined to go north “anyhow.” 

The party began its journey down the fun- 
known river 140 strong. After traveling for 
six days they heard theroar of a cataract in 
front. They looked at the right bank of the 
river; it was crowded with armed natives. The 
other bank was occupied by a gang who 
brandished spears in a most offensive man- 
ner. Rather than go over the cataract the ex- 
ploring party made a dash at the left bank 
and routed its occupants with neatness 
and dispatch, to say nothing of the firearms. 
After passing more than 60 cataracts the mouth 
of the Congo was reached and the mystery 
solved. When Mr. Stanley’s natives reached 
their homes they fell upon the sand and kissed 
it. Like their master#they had endured danger 
and privation, had seen strange sights, strange 
lands, and strange people, and were glad to be 
at home.

The President of the Hazard Powder Com- 
pany, of No. 63 Pine-street, this city, whose trav- 
eling agent, Joseph C. Lynah, was instantly 
killed at 11 o’clock Sunday morning, by a pow- 
der explosion at a magazine three miles 
below the city of Galveston, Texas, is 
not willing to accept the account of the 
accident furnished by Drew, Lynah’s companion.

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REORGANIZING - READING, 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29,—The Reading 
reorganization plan willnot be made public be- 
fore Thursday, as it is being printed, and must 
then go to the Amendment Committee, and from 
it to the syndicate. The impression is that it 
will receive the approval of all concerned 
before Saturday. It is given out that 
it provides for a 4 per cent. blanket mortgage 
to take up about all of the road’s indebted- 
ness and consolidate it in one obligation. The 
new bonds will, it is believed. be placed by 
Drexel & Co. and Brown Brothers, and the 
general opinion is that the majority of the credit- 
ors — accept the new issue on the terms pro- 
posed.

OFFER TO LEASE A ROAD. 


PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 29.—The Maine Cen- 
tral Railroad Company made the following prop- 
osition to the Portland and Ogdensburg Railroad 
to-day: ‘The Maine Central Railroad Company 
will make a perpetual lease of the Portland and 
Ogdensburg Railroad, assume all liabilities and 


interest charges, and pay a yearly rental of1 
per cent. on its capital stock for the first three 
years from the execution of the lease and 2 per 
cent. per annum on the capital stock forever 
after, rental payable semi-annually.” This prop- 
osition would give the city $22,000 for three 
years and $44,000 yearly thereafter.

CONGRESS AND THE DISTRIOT 
LAND SPECULATORS. 
LARGE APPROPRIATIONS EXPECTED FOR 

STREET EXTENSIONS—BOOMING THE 

HENNEPIN CANAL SCHEME. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The’ President 
has not yet been approached by any District man 
for tife purpose of being requested to do or re- 
frain from doing anything in the direction 
of settling the recent police scandal. He 
has not yet been asked to displace Mar- 
shal Wilson, who was the first purchaser of land 
inthe neighborhood of the President's country 
home, andis understood to have been the in- 
spirer of the speculative movement in that di- 
rection. Neither has he received any verbal sug- 
gestions for the removal of the District Commis- 
sioners. People who consider the syndicate under- 
taking as entirely straight, sound, and defensible 
make light of the fact that the President’s 
selection of a home was turned to prompt and 
organized speculative account. They expect to 
see the fuss all quieted, the indignation 
subside, the complaints cease, and the 
work of making roads for the speculators at the 
expense of the people of the United States go 
on without interruption and with the approval 
and appropriations of “Congress. There are 
prominent men of both parties who will be 
willing to see Massachusetts-avenue extend- 


ed if they can refer to the granting 
of money for that improvementfJas a 
justification for making appropriations 


to extend other avenues and streets. The cable 
railway franchise seekers are combined with 
the land speculators, and will promise to help 
the lottery pool selling and general free gam- 
bling crowd. A log-rolling body of dangerous 
proportions may be raised up for operating in 
Congress during the next three months. Senator 
Sherman has suburban property through which he 
desires to extend streets. Senator Mahone also 
has property that would be made much more 
valuable by suchimprovements. ‘‘ Boss” Shep- 
herd is not here to manage affairs, and the pres- 
ent Commissioners possess none of his genius 
nor any other genius that has become known 
except that for blundering. They re- 
fused, not long ago, to show to Assist- 
ant Secretary Fairchild a schedule. of 
the street improvements they desired to 
make. When Mr. Randall took up the estimates, 
and reached those of the District Commission- 
ers, he instantly insisted that they must be spe- 
cific. The Commissioners, evidently desirous of 
manifesting their disrespect of Mr. Fairchild, 
humbly offered to furnish Mr. Randall with the 
desired estimates. But he won’t have them 
in that way, and says’ that they 
must go to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and by him be transmitted to 
the Appropriations Committee. The estimates 
for street improvements in the District and out- 
side of the city will probably be very small and 
if the people who are now in the syndicate inter- 
est can have their way about it the appropriations 
will be made very specific and willbe hedged 
about by such careful restrictions that the Com- 
missioners cannot misappropriate them without 
exposing themselves to criticisms more severe 
than those they have already well merited and 
so freely received. fy

what is called a delegation of “business men” 
from the West, to urge Mr. Cleveland to devote 
a part of his message to commending the Henne- 
pin Canal scheme to the favorable consideration 
of Congress. The delegation of ‘‘ business men’ 
is to inelude an accomplished lobbyist. 
whose persuasive skill 1s to be relied upon to 
clear away all objections on the President’s part, 
and to point out the importance of developing 
this interior waterway by the use of the people's 
money. Should this delegation come away with 
an assurance that their mission will be rewarded 
by.a clear and unmistakable approval of the Hen- 
nepin project it may be regarded as certain that 
Capt. Eads will soon be along with another dele- 
gation of “ Dusiness men,” or perhaps with the 
same delegation in a change of hats to endeavor 
to secure another paragraph supporting the 
transatlantic ship railway. The President's last 
message contained such a paragraph, yet no one 
has ever been able to get another indorsement 
for Capt. Eads out of the Chief Magistrate. 
The suggestion has been thrown out by a person 
who wanted to explain how the President made 
so incautious a recommendation that it was 
slipped into the part of the message that came 
from the State Department by some enemy of 
Mr. Bayard, who had access to the work while 
it was being ——— The fact that the rec- 
ommendation did oe - mo in the part of the mes- 
sage treating of- foreign affairs seems to be the 
chief ground for repeating this explanation. 


The Rey. Peyton Harrison, of Virginia, 
colored and a missionary, was tried to-day upon 
a charge of selling oleomargarine in prints for 


butter, without having a license or paying a re- 
tail dealer’s tax. The alleged butter was ana- 
lyzed at the Agricultural Department and re- 
orted to be a compound of beef fat, 
ard, butter, water, and cottonseed oil. 
The defendant, who was on his way to Penn- 
sylvania to: be married to-morrow, said 
that last Thursday his sister sent 
him to market to buy some butter, as she 
wanted to make him a cake for his wedding. 
When he returned with it she told him the but- 
ter was too old, and sent him back with it on 
Saturday. He failed to find the men who sold 
it to him, and he offered to sell it te Mr. McKay 
the officer who arrested him. The court referred 
to the law, which requires a sale, and as the law 
does not provide for the offering for sale, said the 
case must be dismissed, so the missionary was 
allowed to go to his own wedding.

THE BELGIAN MAIL ROBBERY, 


SEVERAL ARRESTS MADE—THE NUMBERS 
OF THE STOLEN PACKAGES. 


-BrusseEts, Nov. 29.—Several Englishmen 
have been arrested on suspicion of connection 
with the robbery of registered letters from the 
mail car of the Ostend Express on Saturday. 

In the mail van from which the letters were 
stolen was found a lantern of English or Ameri- 
can manufacture. The police have discovered 
no definite clue to the robbers. They have tele- 
graphed to the New-York Post Office for the 
names of the persons who had valuables in the 
express. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The Post Office 
Department regards with much doubt the re- 
ports from Europe that undertake to state the 


value of the registered letter packages stolen 
from the Ostend express on Saturday. If the 
valne of the American packages, consisting of 
150 letters, is known abroad, it must be assumed 
that they have sources of information superior 
to the department, for at New-York and here 
nothing further can be stated until the senders 
ot the packages are communicated with, as it is 
arule of the department that the value or con- 
tents of the packages shall not be stated to the 
Postmaster by the senders, Steps will be taken 
at once to gather information from the different 
cities in which the packages originated to learn 
what they contained. Superintendent Bell, of 
the Foreign Mail Service, says that when the 
last important robbery of registered mail oc- 
curred, and the loss was stated as about $100,- 
000, it turned out that after the ready money 
and convertible paper had been deducted from 
the drafts, checks, notes of exchange, bonds, 
and other evidences of indebtedness stolen, the 
robbers had only $75 for their trouble and risk. 
In this case it is probable that all ne- 
gotiable paper will be stopped by _ tele- 
graph. The Government, under the Postal 
Union Convention, does not become liable for 
losses. The custom of insuring registered pack- 
ages, observed by merchants who intrust valua- 
bie enclosures to the risks of safe transporta- 
tion, will undoubtedly protect many commercial 
senders from loss. Mr. Bell is inclined to be- 
lieve that upon examination it will be found 
that many of the packages contained small re- 
mittances by persons in moderate circumstances 
to poorer friends or relativesin Russia. As the 
registered mail is usually inclosed in a sack 
within another sack, and could not easily be 
found by a stranger to the service, it is suspected 
thatthe package was followed up on information 
obtained after the receipt of the registered mat- 
ter in England.

PREPARATIONS FOR WQUADE'S 
SECOND TRIAL BEGUN. 
ONLY TWO MEN OUT OF THIRTY-FIVE 

SEOW THE REQUISITE LACK OF OR- 
DINARY INTELLIGENCE. 
Thirty-five of the jurymen summoned in 
the extra panel of fifty to try ex-Alderman Ar- 
thur J. McQuade, charged with bribery in the 
Broadway Surface Railroad franchise matter, 
were called yesterday in the Court of General 
Sessions, Recorder Smyth presiding. Of these 
two were chosen to sit in the jury box fora 
while, but neither will take part in the trial, in 
all probability, as neither the attorneys for the 
State nor the defense are satisfied with them. 
The first man selected was John H. Bambach, 
a barber at No. 943 Sixth-avenune. The other was 
Joseph Mitchell, a realestate dealer at No. 143 
East One Hundred and Nineteenth-street. Of 
the others that were examined 20 were excused 
because opinions they had formed would not 
permit them to give a fair verdict, four by 
mutual consent of counsel, four on doctors’ cer- 
tificates, one for non-residence, one by the court 
under the provisions of the Civil Code relative to 
the competency of jurors, one because he had 


been employed for a year by ex-Alderman Full- 
graff, one because he was a friend of Jaehne’s 
family, and another because he had business 
connections with Mr. Jacob Sharp and with the 
family of one of the Aldermen who has become a 
witness for the people. 

The remaining 15 of the first panel will be ex- 
armmined to-day, as will some of the second panel 
of 50, which was drawn yesterday afternoon in 
the presence of County Commissioner of Jurors 
Reilly, Sheriff Grant, and County Clerk Flack. 
‘he names of the jurors drawn for the second 
panel District Attorney Martine declined to give 
out for publication. 

Gen. Tracy began the customary programme, 
which always seems to be necessary when he 
appears in a case, by objecting before the trial 
was begun. He objected this time because the 
Recorder ordered the discharge from further 
attendance in court of the men summoned as 
jurors at the first trial of McQuade, and who 
were not called for examination. The objection 
was overruled, as his objections have uniformly 
been, by the Recorder, and the exception he took 
was duly noted at his request. e appeared 
well satisfied, and then the work of the day be- 
gan. Mr. Newcombe, of the counsel for Mc- 
Quade, thinks that it may be a couple of weeks 
before the jury before whom the case will be 
tried is obtained. 

Alexander Miller, a retired merchant, of No. 
124 West Fifty-seventh-street, was the first 
member of the panel called. After a short ex- 
amination he was excused, both because he had 
formed an opinion and because he had beena 
stockholder in the Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railroad for seven or eight years. Barber 
John H. Bambach, of No. 943 Sixth-avenue, was 
the next man whose name came out of the wheel, 
and the little slip on which the name was writ- 
ten characterized him as an artist. 

“You are an artist, Mr. Bambach, are you?’ 
asked Assistant District Attorney Nicoll. 

** Yes, Sir.” 

“What kind of an artist?” 

“ Tonsorial.” 

* A what?’ 

“Tonsorial artist, Sir,” replied the would-be 
juryman. ; 

“That’s a barber, isn’t it?” asked Col. Fellows. 

There was no reply from the interrogated 
“ artist,” who was laughed at quite heartily by 
court and spectators for his grandiloquence. He 
had an opinion, butin his opinion it wouldn’t 
prevent him from rendering a just verdict on the 
evidence alone. He was personally acquainted 
with ex-Alderman Wendel, and knew Recorder 
Smyth by sight, but knew no one else interested 
in the trial. 

Gen. Tracy had an opportunity to object again 
when the witness was asked if he had any tgp od 
dice against accepting the testimony of con- 
fessed accomplices with the accused in the al- 
leged crime and giving it such weight as it de- 
served. The General objected on the ground 
that the law instructs a juror as to what he 
shall do in considering testimony, and that 
such a question was not permissible, as 
it was. an attempt to get the  opin- 
ion of a juror as to wnat he would do after he 
wasin the jury box. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Nicoll quoted authorities to show that he 
had a right, in the examination of a juror, to ob- 
tain some idea as to his prejudices. Recorder 
Smyth thought the authorities sustained his po- 
sition, and overruled the objection, gave the 
General the benefit of an exception, and permit- 
ted the question. 

Then the barber said he would give the testi- 
mony of the accomplices all the weight to which 
it was entitled, and he took his seat in the fore- 
man’s chair, the attorneys for the defense ask- 
ing him no questions, after agreeing with the 
District Attorney thatthe right of peremptory 
challenge should be reserved until a provisional 
jury was selected. ; 

Barber Bamhach is a rosy-cheeked, full-faced 
man of dark complexion, 35 years old, witha 
low forehead surmounted by a shock of unkempt 
hair. His head is much the shape of an olive 
with the biggest end uppermost, and his face 
isn’t that of a man brimful of intelligence. 
Neither is that of Joseph Mitchell, of No. 143 
East One Hundred and Nineteenth-strecet, a real 
estate dealer, who went into the second seat in 
the jury box and remained there throughout the 
day. He was the fifteenth of the panel placed 
on the witness stand. He is a nervous, wiry man 
of about 40 years of age, with a head of curly 
black hair, much like that of Mr. Newcombe, 
Mr. MeQuade’s counsel, and a stiff straight 
mustache of a much lighter color. 

Mr. Mitchell lacks a vast amount of informa- 
tion that other i le possess. He hadn’t read 
any report of McQuade’s trial, and never ex- 
pressed an opinion as to the guilt or innocence 
of any of the Aldermen. He had heard the re- 
sult of the Jaehne trial, but couldn’t tell what 
had been done in ex-Alderman McCabe’s case. He, 
too, had no objection to accepting the testi- 
mony of accomplices in the bribery charged for 
what it was worth, and was not one who ob- 
jected to the construction of a railroad in Broad- 
way 12 1884, So he took his seat, and will watch 
the proceedings until the jury box is filled and 
he is challenged out by either the State or the 
defense. 

Grocers who neppeeee to be on the panel made 
the poorest exhibition of mental capacity 
among the lot of summoned jurors thereafter 
examined, and two of them displayed a stupid- 
ity inexplicable in these days of free schools 
and cheap newspapers. Recorder Smyth plainly 
didn’t want to excuse Joseph F. Jordan, a ste- 
nographer living at No. 35 Macdougal-street, or 
Leopold Herzig, a manufacturer of caps at No. 
316 Church-street. Both had opinions, but both 
were thoroughly intelligent men who discussed 
the effect of their opinions on their verdict in an 
intelligent way. Recorder Smyth thought them 
both competent jurors, but because they said 
ar liad discussed the case and freely expressed 
their opinion he had to excuse them. 

George 8S. Titman, a jeweler at No. 604 Grand- 
street, and Joseph Sinzheimer, a tobacconist at 
No. 169 Water-street, were both excused after a 
long examination, because neither could give a 
very intelligible opinion as to what they would 
do when he got into the jury box, and had ap- 
parently a desire to get into that position and sit 
in judgment on the case. Nothing of any con- 
sequence was developed in the examination of 
any of the other jurors. At 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing the examination of other candidates for the 
jury will be resumed. 

When the second panel of 50 jurymen was to be 
drawn Commissioner of Jurors Reilly was sent for 
and subjected toa long examination by Assistant 
District Attorney Nicoll as to the way in which 
the jury list was made up. Gen. Tracy objected, 
of course, and wanted to know if he couldn’t 
have something to say in the examination of the 
Commissioner. Recorder Smyth promptly sat 
down on him with the remark, “ We'll try and get 
along without you this time.” But Gen. Tracy 
couldn’t remain squelched. So he tried it again 
by objecting to the proceedings taking place in 
the presence of the two jurors in the box. 

“I don’t see any impropriety in the proceed- 
ings,” said the Recorder sharply. ‘ However, if 
you wish, ’li send them eat in charge of an 
officer, and you can go out also, if you wish.” 

Gen. Tracy subsided permanently at that, and 
then Commissioner Reilly explained how the jury 
list was made up. The list of those liable for 
jury duty at the close of the jury year last 
April was re-examined, and such as still lived 
in the city were placed on the liable list, the 
work of examining those liable beginning last 
May. In September last 5,329 names were put 
in the wheel, about 5,400 more being added by 
Oct. 1, at which date the list was made up. 
The last were the names of men taken from the 
City Directory, the Business Directory, the Cor- 
poration Directory, and lists of members of Ex- 
changes. To these were afterward added 2,000 
names at onetime, 436 at another, and $29 at 
another, of names of men submitted in various 


ways and found to be competent after a careful 


examination. . There -were, according to the 
Commissioner’s flgures, 13,924 names in the 
jury wheel at Fey less the number drawn 
for service in the various courts since Oct, 1. 
After all this had been explained by Commis- 
sioner Reilly in answer to auestcns by Mr. 
Nicoll and the Recorder, both gentlemen ex- 
pressed themselves as perfectly satisfied that 
he list had been made up in accordance with 
law and the custom of the office. Mr. Nicoll 
said he was perfectly satisfied as to the regular- 
ity of the proceedings, and Commissioner Reilly 
said he was glad that the examination had taken 
place, as it relieved him from the suspicions 
thrown out against the methods he had pursued. 
Then 50 jurors were drawn in the presence of 
the court and the big jury wheel was taken over 
to the County Clerk’s office again.

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MANY OF THE OLD EMPLOYES RE- 


; TURNING TO WORK. 

AmsTrRDAM, N. Y., Nov. 29.—MeDonnell 
& Co. started up their mill this morning. There 
wasalarge number of pickets out, who inter- 
cepted some of the help and persuaded them to 
stay out of the mill. Officers were present and 
dispersed the “ pickets,” but each time they re- 
turned. About 10 hands are at work. Mr. Mc- 
Donnell says that he is satisfied with the outlook 
for help, and that he has no doubt of securing all 
the emploves he wants. Nelson & Miller and 


the Globe Mill are expecting to start up Wednes- 
day. Both say they have re-engaged many of 
their old employes. About 600 hands, out of a 
total of 2,000, are now at work. 

Alarge mass meeting was held in the Opera 
House this afternoon to listen to J. B. Barry. It 
had been announced that Mr. Barry would de- 
nonnce the statement of ex-Speaker Sheard that 
he had said that the Cohoes agreement last 
Spring applied to Hudson, Schenectady, Amster- 
dam, and Little Falls, and an immense crowd 
collected at the Opera House in consequence. 
Mr. Bailey and Mr. McGuire appeared upon the 
stage with Mr. Barry. After Mr. Bailey had 
made a few remarks, in the course of which he 
reiterated the determination of the Knights 


of Labor *to boycott all knit goods 
not bearing the seal of their order, Mr. 
Barry was introduced. He spoke at 


great length, reviewing the history of the Co- 
hoes agreement and explaining his connection 
with it. In substance he said that whatever the 
Knights of Labor had gainedin that difficulty 
was the result of bluff; that he was sent to set- 
tle upon the best terms he could wring from the 
Cohoes manufacturers; that had the latter been 
aware of his want of power in the matter he 
could have obtained no concession whatever 
from them; that by means of bs sons 4 and 
assurance he contrived to secure shorter 
hours and semi-monthly pay days for the 
employes in exchange for the unqualified right 
to hire and discharge, and that his work 
at Cohoes was indorsed by the Knights of Labor 
and manufacturers there. Mr. Barry then 
entered into a denial of the allegation that he 
had said the Cohoes agreement was designed to 
apply outside of Cohoes and Waterford. He as- 
serted that Amsterdam, Little Falls, and Sche- 
nectady, belonging as they did to District No. 65, 
were not brought into the matter. No trouble 
existed in those places at thattime. They were 
not mentioned owing to the negotiations pre- 
ceding the written agreement, and there 
was no cause why they should have been 


included. Referring next to the present 
difficulty in Amsterdam, he condemned the 


origin of it asa mistake. ‘I do not believe and 
never did believe,” said Mr. Barry. ‘in Knights 
of Labor striking against Knights of Labor. Such 
was my positition when I was here just before 
the Richmond Convention, and although I have 
been accused of selling out I still adhere to it. 
But two wrongs do not make one right. The 
manufacturers strucka blowat the employes 
when they locked them out because there was 
troublein one mill, and they struck a blow at 
individual liberty when they posted the tron- 
clad notice that Knights of Labor must renounce 
their order before they could go back to work.” 

Mr. Barry then proeeeded to condemn the 
manufacturers for their position, and added that 
‘* the Executive Board of the Knights of Labor 
are now aunitin a determination to fight this 
struggle to a successful termination.” He con- 
demned Mayor Kline in severe terms for the 
course he had taken, and in ¢oncluding exhorted 
the Knights of Labor to stand firm. The meet- 
ing, after some remarks from Mr. McGuire, then 
adjourned. : 

The manufacturers are jubilant and confident 
to-day, and regard the presence of Mr. Bailey, 
Mr. Barry, and Mr. Mec@Quire as an indication 
that the Knights of Labor are weakening. There 
was & considerable gain to-day in the belp that 
went to work, and itis thought there will be a 
still larger gain when Nelson & Miller, the Globe 
Mill, and MeFarlan & Co. start up Wednesday. 
There is no doupt that this week will be a severe 
strain upon the endurance of the Knights of La- 
bor. The manufacturers look for a stampede 
before Saturday, but the leaders of the Knights 
are still confident and aggressive. Mr. Barry 
speaks at Ilion to-morrow night, and Mr, Bai- 
ley and Mr. MeGuire at Conhoes to-night. Much 
interest centres in the trial of the pickets 
Wednesday morning, and the special police will 
go on duty that day again, in order to quell 
any disorder that may arise. 


A MURDERERS CONFESSION. 


FRANK KERNER TELLS HOW HE KILLED 
HIS WIFE. 

READING, Penn., Nov. 29.—The sequel to 
the brutal tragedy of Frank Kerner, the herb 
doctor, who was sent to jail yesterday charged 
with the double crime of arson and homicide, in 
first choking his wife and then setting fire to the 
house, has been extorted from the conscience- 
stricken wretch: He has made a clean breast of 
it to the Coroner, and seemed glad when he had 
rid’ himself of the guilty secret. ‘Yes, I 
choked my wife to death,” said he. ‘“ When 
she came home on Saturday afternoon 
I asked her where she had been.” 
‘In my skin,’ she replied. When my wife 


said she was in her skin I got very mad. I then 
wanted to know where she had been. We got 
into a quarrel about the matter, and I became 
very angry. She was sitting on a chair. I 

abbed hold of her throat with both hands and 
egan choking her. I was standing by her side, 
or nearly so, when I had hold of her neck. 

I @on’t know how long I choked her, 
but- when I let go she fell from the 
chair to the fioor dead. I then dragged 
her up stairs to the bed. It began to grow 
dark, and I lit a coal oil lamp. Some of the 
oil I spilled on the carpet and some on the bed 
post. I gotdown onmy knees and placed the 
lamp on the floor, partly underneath the bed. 
Some of the bed clothing hung right over the 
lamp. I then rushed down stairs, intending to 
go for Dr. Ege. I thought perhaps he might 
bring her to life again. When on Penn-street I 
heard the fire alarm bells ring and saw peo- 
ple running toward my neighborhood. I then 
thought of where I had put the lamp in 
my excitement, and knew that fire was in my 
house, and that my wife was being burned up. 
The report thatI strangled my father in Ger- 
many isalie. I had somé trouble with him, but 
I did not lay violent hands on him. My wife 
and Ihad not lived happily together for a long 
time. I did not mean to kill her when [I took 
hold of her, and I was terribly shocked when I 
found I had choked her to death.” 

, Kerner confessed that a year ago he had bored 
a hole through the upper floor, through which he 
ran a fuse into a coal oil can, intending in this 
manner to burn down his house for the insur- 
ance money. Kerner was born in Baden, Ger- 
many, and was a shoemaker by trade. He was 
a fanatic on religion, and frequently harangued 
people on this topic. He is regarded as perfectly 
sane, but possessing an ungovernable temper. 
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FAILURES IN BUSINESS.

WILLIAM KURTZ FOILED IN HIS ATTEMPT 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE AND NoW & 
PRISONER IN THE HOSPITAL. 

A group of longshoremen at the Dover 
Dock were startled yesterday afternoon by a 
ery, “‘ Look at the bridge!" They looked up and 
saw aman shooting down through the air from 
the bridge to the water below. He turned al- 
most a complete somersault in the air and struck 
the water with his feet and the sides of lis legs. 
A splash of water followéd and the young man 
disappeared. He came up quickly, however, to 
the surface and struggled slightly as he was 
carried down the river by the tide, which had 
just begun to ebb and was flowing strongly. 

The tugboat Columbia put out from the 
Dover Dock, and the steam lighter Josephine B. 
also went out in the stream. The crew of the 
latter picked up the young man, who was then 
unconscious. As the boat ran back to the dock 
they rubbed him and tried to arouse circulation. 
In this they were not successful at first, and, on 
getting him ashore, they rolled him on a barrel 
to get the water from his lungs and stomach. 
Brandy was poured down his throat, but his 


stomach would not hold it. He was then hurried 
to the Oak-street police station, and an ambu- 
lance from the Chambers-Street Hospital sum. 
moned. The young man gained strength at the 
station and asked if he was under arrest. Am: 
bulance Surgeon Wedekind administered restora- 
tives and carried him off to the hospital. 

He gavg liis name as William Kurtz, 18 years 
old. A careful examination at the hospital sat- 
isfied the doctors that no bones were broken, 
and that Kurtz was suffering simply from shock 
andimmersion. He was wrapped up in blankets 
and treated to a steam bath, the effect of which 
was to revive him. He then went to sleep 
among warm blankets, and the doctors then 
thought he would be all right in the morning 
and ready to be taken to the Tombs Police 
Court to answer to a charge of attempted sui: 
cide. Kurtz refused to talk yesterday, and 
would give no reason for his perilous leap. At 
the hospital he expressed himself once or twice 
as wishing he was dead. Last night he developed 
pneumonia, and his temperature ran rapidly 
up to 103. The doctors think he was threatened 
with the disease before he leaped from the 
bridge. He had complained for two or three 
days of feeling pain in his lungs, and had a se- 
vere cold. If the pneumonia continues his 
chances of living are small. 

Kurtz lived with his mother and stepfather at 
No. 187 Chrystie-street, where the family have 
rooms in the rear on the third floor. His step- 
father, Louis Rufenach, is a lithographer, em- 
ployed by Schumacher & Ettlinger, at Mott and 
Bleecker streets. Kurtz worked in the same 
place for four years until four months ago. He 
was reported to be a steady young man, making 
air wages. He became dissatistied and ob- 
tained a place at Julius Bien’s establishment, 
No. 139 Duane-street. He worked there until 
last Wednesday when, his family believed, he 
was discharged, though this was denied by his 
employer. Sunday evening he came home very 
late and his mother scolded him. He muttered 
that he would never be out so late again. Yes 
terday morning he dressed himself in his work- 
ing clothes, which are very poor, and, putting on 
a vair of old slippers, left the house, saying that 
he would be home to dinner. 

When next seen he was getting ona triick 
loaded with oil barrels, which was just driving 
on the bridge at the New-York entrance. The 
driver did not notice that he. had a passenger ou 
board, and was much surprised to be temporarily 
detained at the Brooklyn side, and told that he 
had carried a youth on his load who had added 
his name to the list of successful jumpers from 
the bridge. When the truck had reached almost 
the centre of the bridge Kurtz dropped off be- 
hind and climbed up on the top rail. With- 
out stopping a moment to steady him- 
self he jumped. His head was thrown 
forward so that Bridge Sweeper Fox 
thought he had dived head foremost. Kurtz 
turned in the air, and, luckily for him, struck 
the water almost feet first. He is a delicate- 
looking young man, With a pale, haggard face, 
sunken chest and eyes. His hair is dark, above 
a low forehead, and his features are of a Hebrew 
cast. His weight is not more than 120 peunds. 
Last Winter he was sick a good deal with ery- 
sipelas and throat and lung trouble. These and 
want of money probably led him to seek death. 
Kurtz said to a doctor at the hospital that a man 
named McGinness, living in Mangin-atreet, had 
offered him $500 to jump from the briuge. Last 
evening he would not confirm this statencnt, 
and, relapsing into silence, refused to say uny- 
thing in regard to his reasons for taking the 
jump. His statements inregard to pecuniary re- 
ward for his act are not believed. 
The place from which he jumped is nearer the 
centre of the bridge than any of the jumpers 
have reached as yet. It was 10 feet beyond the 
point from which Odlum made his fatal leap. It 
was 150 feet to the water from the point he 
jumped from. 

Kurtz’s mother was almost overcome on hearing 
that her son had jumped from the bridge. She 
had prepared his dinner for him and did not know 
why he had not come home. Another son, 5 
years old, was run over two weeks ago and 
quite severely hurt. The family is poor, and 
the rooms are in a large tenement house and 
are furnished scantily. Rufenach and his wife 
have both been in this country 20 years, but are 
unable to speak English.

LORD COLIN’S OHARGES 
AGAINST HIS WIFE. 
NUMEROUS ALLEGATIONS OF MISCON- 

DUCT ON HER PART—MARY WATSON 
AND TWO PHYSICIANS TESTIFY. 
LONDON, Nov. 29.—In the Campell divorce 
easé to-day Mr. Finlay, for the defense, con- 
tinued the presentation of Lord Colin Camp- 
bell’s case. If Lady Colin had believed, the 
lawyer argued, that she had been made ill by 
living with her husband she would have men- 


tioned the fact to him, put this she had never 
done. 

The Judge, interrupting, said that that argu- 
ment related entirely to the cruelty alleged in 
the petition as one of the[grounds for divorce, 
and as said cruelty had been proved in the 
former trial. in which the plaintiff had obtained 
a decree of separation on that ground alone, he 
must now refuse toallow the allegation to be 
contested, and should direct the jury to find that 
the plaintiff had suffered from illness chargeable 
to the defendant. 

Mr. Finlay, resuming, said all of the plaintiff’s 
allegations in her petition were false, and had 
been made to intimidate, and had since been 
withdrawn except one charge, the truth or fal- 
sity of which could be known only to the 
plaintiff herself. The defense, however, had 
evidence that would shed a flood of light upon 
Lord Colin’s proceedings in Paris in regard to 
that charge even. Allowance must be made, 
eounsel contended, for Lord Colin's action in 
asking the Paris police to arrest his wife and 
lock her up, because at that time the defendant 
believed that his wife was living there with the 
Puke of Marlborough. Four persons, Mr. Fin- 


lay went on, were accused of having been crim- 
inally intimate with Lady Col'n. 

Here Sir Charles Russell, plaintiff's counsel, 
interrupted, saying: “ Five !” 

** Not necessarily five,” retovted Mr. Finlay. 

“Oh, Mr. Finlay !” exclaimed Sir Charles. 

The defendant's counsel then continued: 
Lady Colin had written to the Duke of Marl- 
borough as ‘* Dear George.” He had taken her 
home at 2 o’clock in the morning, gone up stairs 
with her, and remained with her 20 minutes. 
On one occasion when he came to tea the sery- 
ant that took tea up to Lady Colin found the 
drawing room door lecked, and a lttle later 
found it unlocked, and saw that the plaintiff's 
hair was disarranged, her face flushed, and 
the furniture out of place. On these occa- 
sions, counsel contended, the plaintiff had 
doubtlessly misbehaved. Lady Colin’s maid 
would be called and would prove that on more 
than one occasion while plaintiff was living 
alone her couch at Leigh Court was occupied 
by more than one person, A servant and two 
independent witnesses would testify that plaint- 
iff had committed acta of infidelity in the Pur- 
flect Hotel. Dr. Bird and Lady Coiin at one 
time were constantly together. Whenever he 
called, plaintiff used to give orders that she 
was not to be disturbed during his presence. 
Once a cabman saw Dr. Bird and the plaintiff, 
while returning from a charitable concert in 
the East End, caressing each other in the 
cab. On this occasion they were driven to Dr. 
Bird’s house and both went in, The cabman 
remained outside, and Lady Colin staid so long 
that he drove away. It would also be shown 
that when Dr. Bird visited Lady Colin profession- 
ally he would remain for hours at her bedside in 
a darkened room. Referring to Chief Shaw, of 
the London Fire Brigade, Mr. Finlay said Lady 
Cotin met the Chief in an unfurnished drawing 
room in Cadogan-place in 1881, and remained 
with him an hour, and during 1882 was with him 
alone in a dining room under conditions 
which would convince the jury that 
plaintiff and Chief Shaw were wrong- 
doing. The evidence compacting Lady Colin 
with Gen. Butler largely referred to the 
length of time he remained when he called upon 
the plaintiff.’ Two shameless women had con- 
cocted the story of Lord Colin’s intimacy with 
his wife’s maid, Mary Watson. The defense 
would produce two surgeons who would swear 
thut Mary Watson was an innocent woman, and 
that, therefore, it was impossible that the defend- 
ant could have been guilty in her case. At this 
point Mr. Finlay denounced with great excite- 
ment and passion what he called ‘‘ the infamous 
fraud and perjury and the shameless conduct of 
Lady Milesand Lady Colin Campbell.” [Sensa- 
tion.] He accused Lady Miles of prostituting 
ber Prayer Book by inserting therein the dates of 
Lord Colin’s alleged wrong-doings for the purpose 
of accumulating data upon which to found the 
present suit. 

Two physicians were then called. Both tes- 
tified they had examined Mary Watson and had 
found her pure. Neither, however, on cross-ex- 
amination could swear that an attempt to as- 
sault the girl had not been made. 

Mary Watson herself was then sworn. Sheisa 
tall. slim girl. She testified that she was a house- 
maid for Lord Colin Campbell from 1881 till 
1883. She denied allofLady Miles’s testimony 
concerning the alleged intimacy between wit- 
ness and Lord Colin. Lady Colin’s maid used 
to post letters for her mistress, and witness often 
saw the names of the Duke of Marlborough and 
Chief Shaw on the envelopes. When the Duke 
of Marlborough called he used to ring the serv- 
ants’ bell. Witness once showed the Duke into 
the dining room when he called, because 
her mistress was with Lord Colin in 
his bedroom. Witness went up and 
called Lady Colin out, saying the cook 
wanted to see her. When Lady Colin came out 
witness told her it was the Duke, and not the 
cook, and Lady Colin said, ‘‘ Thank you, Mary.” 
{Laughter.] Lady Colin, witness continued, 
used to receive Capt. Shaw alone. Dr. Bird on 
one occasion took tea with Lady Colin before 
going with her to a concert. When the carriage 
arrived witness went to announce it to Lady 
Colin, and found that she and Dr. Bird had gone 
to Lady Colin’s bedroom. 

When asked by Solicitor Lewis if she had ever 
seen any impropriety on the part of Lady Colin 
witness replied that she never had. Witness ad- 
mitted having written letters to Lord Colin, but 
asseverated that she had never signed them 
“Your affectionate Mary,” but simply “ Mary.” 
The case was then adjourned.

A PROTEST AGAINST IMPROVEMENTS BY 
THE STATE, 

BUFFALO, Noy. 29,—The farmers of this 
county, assembled at an institute meeting on 
Saturday, after much discussion adopted tie fol- 
lowing by an almost unanimous vote: 

Whereas, The Eric and Oswego Canals, being the 
links connecting the grain fields of the West with 
the seaboard, by the shortest feasible route, have 
been thrown open to the free commerce of the Na- 
tion, while the burden of maintenance falls entirely 
upon the taxpayers of this State, and 

Whereas, In order to keep pace with the progress 
of the age in the improvement of transportation 
facilities it is claimed to be necessary to further im- 
preve and enlarge said canals, and, — 

Whereas, At the recent Canal Union Cenvention, 
held at Syracuse, it was resolved that the improve- 
ment and enlargement of the Erie, the Oswego, and 
other lateral canals should be at once inaugurated, at 
the expense of the State of New-York, refusing to 
countenance the proposition to ask the General 
Government to reimburse the State for such ex- 
se aieeompm and furthermore calling upon our Legis- 
ature to appropriate at the coming seasion at least 
$500,000; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, as taxpayers of this State, we em- 
phatically protest against any appropriations by the 

egislature for the purpose of such improvements, 
and favor such improvements only in accordance 
with a plan involying Federal aid and involving the 
same substantial principles underlying the so-called 
he hag bill, now pending in the House of Represent- 
atives. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this association 
forward copies of these resolutions to all organized 
ggricultural societies and Boards of Supervisors 
throughout the State, asking them to take action, so 
that an organized effort be made to relieve, instead 
pf adding to, the hurdens of our taxpayers.

KILLED BY THE FALL. 
LANCASTER, Penn., Nov. 29.~—Henry Hol- 
linger, a carpenter in the employ of I:cael P. 
Mayer, builder, was instantly killed at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon. Mayer is building a 
row of three-story houses on North Duke-street, 


between New and Clay, and Hollinger was walk- 
ing on the joists of the third story with an arm- 
ful of wood when a joist broke and he was pre- 
cipitated to the first floor, a distance of about 
35 feet, His fellow-workmen ran to his assist- 
ance, but he was dead when they reached him. 
He was 30 years old and leaves a widow and two 
children, It was at these buildings that another 
fatal accident occurred a few months ago, when 
a party of children overthrew a pile of heavy 
timbers, killing one and wounding two of the 
little ones. 


SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 


IN BOND, RAILWAY, 
OTHER CASES, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—A decision was ren- 

dered by the United Stat Supreme Court to-day in 

the bond case of Moses KR. Crow against the town- 

ship of Oxford, Sumner County, Kan. This was a 

suit to recover the amount due on certain bonds and 

coupons issued by the township of Oxford to aid in 
the construction of a bridge across the Arkansas 

River. The same bonds have already been once be- 

fore this court in the case of McClure against the 

township of Oxford, (94 U, S., 429.) The 
court then held that the bonds, if issued 


under a special act of the Legislature of Kansas, ap- 
proved March 1, 1872, were invalid, In the present 
suit an attemptis made to sustain the validity of 
the bonds by alleging that they were issued under 
authority of a general act of the Legislature of Kan- 
sas, passed March 2, 1872. The court holds that 
the bonds on their face exeluded the possibility of 
their having been issued under the latter act, the 
public recerds showing that the proceedings were 
pot taken under that act,and the Auditor had no 
right to decide,as a matter of law, and that these 
were bonds which he was authorized to register and 
certify, when, as a matter of law. they were not. 
The decision of the court below in favor of the town- 
ship is affirmed. Opinion by Justice Blatchford. 

A decision was also rendered by the court to-day 
in the case of the New-York, Lake Erie and West- 
ern Railroad Company against Tom Nickals and 
Sidney Clavis, brought here by appeal from the Cir- 
cuit Court from the Southern District of New-York. 
This was a suit brought by preferred stockholders 
of the railroad company to compel the latter to make 
a dividend of 6 per cent. upon its preferred stock for 
the year ended Sept. 30, 1880, payable ont of the net 
profit accrued that year after the payment of oper- 
ating expenses, interest, &c. In the court below a 
judgment was rendered against the company for 
$20,280, which is the amount to which Nickals 
and Clavis would have been entitled if 
the dividend in question had been made 
upon the preferred stock. The case was 
also referred to @ special Commissioner’ to 
ascertain the names of all other persons entitled to 
receive similar dividends. The contention of the 
stockholders in this case is that the sum of 
$1,790,620, which the Board of Directors stated in 
their report to be the net profitfor the fiscal year 
1879-80, constituted a trust fund chargeable primar. 
ily with the payment of a6 per cent. dividend upon 
preferred stock. The use of that fund for any other 
purpose was, it is maintained, a breach of trust on 
the part vf the company and a violation of the rights 
secured to preferred stockholders as well by the 
plan and agreement of Dec, 14, 1877, as by the com- 
pany’s articles of association. This view of the 
case the Circuit Court adopted and rendered 
a decree in favor of the stockholders, The 
Supreme Court, however,in a carefully prepared 
opinion by Justice Harlan, reverses that decree and 
holds that while the agreement of 1877 and the arti- 
cles of association imply the right of preferred stock- 
holders to a dividend inadvance of common stock- 
holders, neither of them are entitled of right to divi- 
dends in any year when there were profits from the 
operations ofthe company unless the Direetors de- 
clared a dividend payable out of such profits. As 
the evidence shows that the profits for the year 
ended Sept. 30, 1880, were applied by the company 
to objects that were legitimate and proper in view of 
the condition of its property asa unif, and of its affairs 
as a whole, there is no ground to suppose that the 
Directors actedin bad faith when they refused to 
declare a dividend for that year. The court is there- 
tore satisfied that the complainants aro not entitled 
to recover. The decree is reversed and the cause re- 
manded with directions to dismiss the bill. 

A decision was also rendered in the municipal 
bond case of the Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Washington, N. C., vs. Edward Sallinger. 
This case involves the validity of certain bonds is- 
sued by the County of Washington for the purchase 
of a Court House. The'decision of the Cirenit Court 
sustaining the validity of the bonds is affirmed. 
Opinion by Chief-Justiee Waite.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, light rain, cooler west- 
erly winds, becoming variable. 


None of the residents of Washington who 
attended the mass meeting at which the 
action of the District Commissioners! was 
denounced has asked the President to dis- 
miss any of the officers who so badly blun- 
dered in the police trial, or any of those 
svho are directly interested in the real es- 
tate speculations with which the police 
scandal seems to be closely connected. It 
may be that they are restrained by a belief 
that they would be unsuccessful, for they 
know that the man who inspired the specu- 
lative movement in real estate is Marshal 
WILSON, who by virtue of his office is near 
the President. But Mr. CLEVELAND must 
begin to see that it is necessary for him to 
take some action inregard tothis matter. 
Our Washington dispatches refer to the 
attitude of certain public men as something 
upon which the syndicate speculators rely 
for support. Senator SHERMAN, Senator 
MAHONE, and others are interested in large 
tracts of suburban real estate through 
which they would like to.see avenues 
and streets extended. Cable railway 
schemers and lottery promoters are ready, it 
is said, tojoinin the work of spending the 
Nation’s money upon syndicate property. 
Perhaps the President will not be able to 
prevent the formation of a logrolling com- 
bination in Congress, but he certainly can 
purge the District Government of the 
rchemers and blunderers who have been 
trading upon his own worthy impulses, and 
who have won the contempt of all fair- 
minded men who know what they have 
been doing. 


The “labor movement” in Boston pol- 


jtics will be watched with a good 
deal of interest. It is fashioned on 
the pattern of the George movement 
jn New-York. It is directed against 
the re-election of the present Mayor, 
4)’ BRIEN, who has been a very excellent 
niagistrate. GEORGE E. MCNEILL, the labor 
candidate, stands distinctly on the George 
platform, and the noted New-York agitator 
has been invited to go to Boston to aid 
in McNem1’s canvass. At present the 
prospects of the movement are not 
flattering. The candidate asked for 
7,000 signatures to a petition for his 
pandidacy,. He is said to have got but 
4.000, and these are not entirely to be 
gelied on. But, afier several times refusing. 


he has coneluded to run. It will be very in- 
structive to watch the campaign, which, 
whether the labor movement succeed or 
fail, must throw a good deal of light on the 
strength with the public of the ideas 
GEORGE represents. Our own opinion has 
been that there was very little strength of 
this sort in these ideas, and that GEORGE’s 
large vote was due to quite other causes. 
ET EEL ORES TERT 

The canals of this State have had an un- 
usually prosperous season. The volume of 
traffic has largely exceeded that of last year 


| orof 1884,and the freights have been greater 


than for ten years past. For the first time 
in several years the boatmen complete the 
season with a profit. They would feel 
much more. secure in their _ busi- 
ness if something were done to pre- 
vent the railroads from discriminating 
against their customers, and to compel the 
elevators, especially at the Buffalo end, to 
be more reasonable in their charges. The 
experiment of lengthening locks has proved 
decidedly beneficial to canal traffic, and 
during the season of closed navigation it is 
to be extended to five more locks on the 
Erie and three on the Oswego Canal. The 
effort for a general improvement of the 
canals will be helped by the success of this 
year’s traffic. The farmers of Erie County, 
however, have begun to give utterance to a 
protest of the “taxpayers” against having 
this improvement made at the expense of 
the State. It would be interesting to calcu- 
late whethez the taxes of the farmers of this 
State are increased or diminished by the ex- 
pense bestowed upon the canals. 


Little attention was given during the late 
canvass to the Prohibition vote in this 
State, but it was significant nevertheless. 
Notwithstanding the only State office to be 
filled was a judicial one and the contests 
throughout the State were chiefly local the 
Prohibitionists cast over 36,000 votes for 
their own candidate for Judge of the Court 
of Appeals, or about 11,000 more than were 
east for acandidate for President in 1884 
who had a national reputation as a cham- 
pion of the prohibition cause. Both in 1882 
and 1884 the Prohibition vote of the State 
was about 25,000. In 1883 it was about 
18,000, and in 1885 30,000. The vote this 
year shows that, pending some more satis- 
factory settlement of the liquor question, 
the prohibition sentiment is increasing. 


With the assignment of the new cruiser 
Charleston to San Francisco, the Baltimore to 
Philadelphia, and one of the gunboats to 
Baltimore, the Government secures the ad- 
vantage of having its work started at three 
important places, instead of being confined 
to asingle yard, as in the former series of 
steel vessels. Possibly the Newark may 
be constructed at a fourth point, while 
when the two great armored vessels 
are built New-York and Boston may 
enter the lists. Both these cities and 
Pittsburg are among those whose iron and 
steel works have applied for information 
about the other great contract, that for 
armor plates, the bids on which have been 
allowed torun on until next March. The 
money which the Government is to lay out 
on ships, forts, and guns within the next 
ten years will amount to scores and possi- 
bly hundreds of millions; and while the 
lowest responsible bid will take the con- 
tract in each instance, there are obvious ad- 
vantages in distributing widely the Govern- 
ment’s industrial patronage, and also in 
securing to it sources of reliance in many 
quarters. 


MR. TRENHOLM ON 
BANKS. 

The portion of the report of Mr. TREN- 
HOLM, the Controller of the Currency, that 
we printed yesterday has several very in- 
teresting features. The one that will strike 
every oneis the firm and intelligent de- 
fense of the national banking system pre- 
sented by a Controller who is at the same 
time the first Democrat and the first man of 
Southern birth and sympathies to take 
charge of that system. Noone in the num- 
ber of able men who have preceded Mr. 
TRENHOLM has shown aclearer understand- 
ing of the essential merits of the national 
bank system than isshown byhim. It*thad 
its origin,” he says, “during the war, and 
it will always stand splendid in history 
as an example of financial skill success- 
ful under very difficult circumstances.” 
The concessions made by the Government 
in 1863 to the banking capital of the 
country were far less valuable than might 
have been exacted. And he adds: “Even 
these moderate concessions have long since 
lost all the elements of monopoly, and 
the act of June 20, 1874, actually took 
away $55,000,000 of circulation, partly 
from banks organized during the war, in 
order to give the privilege of issuing that 
sum to banks in States that were cut off 
by the war from access to the national 
banking system, a measure entitled to hon- 
orable consideration, because at that time 
those States were without sufficient polit- 
ical influence to exact a share in this 
valuable privilege, and the then existing 
banks were strong enough to have made 
a successful resistance if they had been 
selfishly inclined.” 

Mr. TRENHOLM sees in the future a field 
of usefulness forthe banks as wide and as 
fertile as that “they have already occupied. 
They have “‘ become numerous, widely dis- 
tributed, and intimately identified with the 
varied industries by which our entire pop- 
ulation literally obtain their daily bread,” 
and they are threatened with restriction 
and embarrassment ‘while there are still 
great areas of our country in which the 
natural resources are awaiting development 
by just such means as these banks might be 
made to supply.” What these means are 
Mr. TRENHOLM does not suggest, though he 
is prepared to submit suggestions made to 
him and also his own conclusions if Con- 
gress should wish him to do so. Congress 
cannot do better than promptly to ask 
him for these. They would be of very 
great value. In the meantime, it may be 
pointed out that the Controller is clearly of 
the opinion that some method may be de- 
vised by which the circulation may be con- 
tinued on the security of United States 
bonds, to be had at or near par and secure 
from any serious fluctuation. He is also 
clearly of the opinion that if thia be yosgi- | 
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ble it should be done, because, on the one 
hand, it is doubtful, he thinks, “ whether 
the banks wuld find sufficient inducement 
to remain in the system without enjoying 
some privileges as to the issue of currency,” 
and, on the other hand, ‘‘ it has been ques- 
tioned whether there is power under the 
Constitution for the charter of national 
banks except as instrumentalities for a 
money circulation.” 

There can be little doubt that in these 
conclusions Controller TRENHOLM has in 
view largely the preservation and extension 
of the banking system for the less devel- 
oped portions of the country. It is proba- 
ble, and nearly certain, that in all the larger 
cities the national banks would remain in 
the system without reference to circulation, 
which is a minor matter with them, and has 
been so for some years. In the smaller towns 


it is very different. Mr. TRENHOLM does not 


and hardly could exaggerate the importance 
of maintaining and extending a sound, safe, 
and uniform banking system throughout 
the growing portions of the country. It 
may be said to be an absolute condition to 
healthy progress. It is necessary to the 
furnishing of sufficient capital on healthy 
conditions, and that is the essential pre- 
requisite to progress in every direction. 
Without such a system of banking capital 
will go where enterprise invites it. There 
is no doubt of that. But it will not go in a 
way todo as much good. As the risks of 
investment will be greater, so the interest 
charged will be higher, and the whole 
movement of capital wl be less regular 
and certain, and therefore less fruitful. A 
local bank, under proper restrictions en- 
forced by intelligent supervision, will be in 
a position to lend money where there is rea] 
use for it at rates proportioned to the legiti- 
mate demand. It will be glad to do so and 
will be unwilling to lend carelessly for 
risky purposes at higher rates. By all 
means Congress should ask Mr. TRENHOLM 
for all the light he can throw on this very 
important subject. 


THE TORIES AND HOME RULE. 

It is to be said for the policy of coercion 
which the Government of Lord SALISBURY 
have now begun that it was almost the only 
line left open to them. They would be very 
glad to postpone the Irish question. They 
have, in fact, attempted a diversion by con- 
niving at the publication, in one of their 
organs, of rumor of war against Russia. 
The device succeeded so ill that the journal 
which putitinto operation was promptly 
disavowed. The Irish question is in the 
front of British politics, and must stay 
there until it is settled. It is in 
the. same position which the question 
of slavery occupied in our politics thirty 
years ago. There were then a large number 
of moderate and compromising men who de- 
sired nothing so much as to take slavery 
out of politics, and who devised to that 
end various compromises, which they fondly 
hoped would quiet the question. The ques- 
tion refused to be quieted, and at every ses- 
sion of Congress presented itself with in- 
creasing importunity until it was settled, 
but not by anything at allin the nature of 
@ compromise. 

The Irish question is evidently destined to 
a like fate. Ofcourse, no settlement of it 
can be final but one which accords with 
Irish opinion, and Irish opinion is more 
largely than the public opinion of any other 
country a matter of sentiment. The de- 
mand of home rule signifies the minimum of 
concession with which the Irish people will 
be satisfied. Now that that has actu- 
ally been propounded to Parliament 
by a Prime Minister, their insistance upon 
it will be all the more firm. Although Mr. 
GLADSTONE was driven from office by the 
opposition to home rule, the vote in its 
favor was large enough to be very formi- 
dable to its opponents and very encouraging 
to the Irish. Even in the present House of 
Commons, the number of British members 
classed as friends of home rule is far larger 
than ten years ago would have been deemed 
possible. 

Lord Sa.ispury’s Government cannot 
grant homerule. Thetrick which DISRAELI 
played twenty years ago with the Reform 
bill cannot be repeated. The present Gov- 
ernment exists solely in virtue of the fact 
that itis pledged against homerule. Short 
of what the Irish want there are probably 
few things which Lord SaLisBury’s Gov- 
ernment would not be glad to give them 
in order to secure itself a quiet life. 
The various schemes of local self- 
government suggested in the way of 
county boards and commissions have been 
rejected in advance by the Irish. They will 
have nothing of a Tory Government but the 
one thing a Tory Government is pledged not 
to give them. 

Since, then, the Irish question cannot 
be put aside, and since no solution of 
it by conciliation can possibly be expected 
at the hands of the present Government, co- 
ercion is the one thing left. The spokesmen of 
Ireland at Westminster must be muzzled. 
The collection of rents in Ireland must go 
on, or, rather, the process of eviction for 
non-payment must go on; for the actual 
collection of the rent is confessedly out of 
the question. The tenants could not pay if 
they would, and they would not if they 
could. The arrest of two Irish members of 
Parliament is an evident attempt to deprive 
Irish discontent of its legitimate means of 
expression and to drive it back upon the 
mutinies and outrages with which, during 
so many dreary generations, it has resisted 
and resented the English conquest. - 

There is something sad and sickening 
about this resort, merely to keep a Tory 
Government in office, to the old policy 
which has made the relations of England 
and Ireland what they are. It is only a few 
months since there seemed to be a prospect 
thata fresh and more cheerful chapter was 
about to vary the melancholy annals of Ire- 
land. ThelIrish had shown themselves as 
capable of being touched by kindness as of 
resenting tyranny. There was absolute- 
ly no factious opposition offered on 
their part to Mr. GLADSTONE’s meas- 
ure. Such difficulties as they brought 
forward were real difficulties, inherent in 
the nature of the proposition. Ever since 
that bill was introduced the demeanor of 
the Irish people has been such as to gratify 
their friends and confound their enemies. 


They have followed Mr, PaRNELL with 
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more of loyalty and with less of jealous and 
factious intrigue than were ever known in 
the history of Irish agitation before. They 
have exhibited a self-control even more un- 
precedented. They have made good, more 
fully than ever before, their claim to be 
recognized as a uation capable of managing 
their own affairs like other nations. 

Itremains to be seen what effect the re- 
lapse of the English, as represented by Lord 
SALISBURY’s Government, into their old sav- 
age and tyrannous courses will have upon 
Irish feeling. There must, however, be a 
feeling, even among the men who voted Mr. 
GLADSTONE down, that these old courses 
are henceforth impracticable. Revolutions 
never go backward, and the revolution in 
English feeling, which is testified by the 
support which Mr. GLADSTONE’S measure 
received, will not cease until it has 
accomplished itself in the liberation 
of Ireland. There is probably not an 
English member of Parliament who does 
not believe home rule to be inevitable, even 
among those who are most active in trying 
to put off the evilday. If the Irish retain 
their self-control, and do not permit them- 
selves to be goaded into exasperating the 
English beyond the power of considering 
the question soberly, their triumph cannot 
be longdelayed. Certainly the Government 
of Lord SALISBURY is one of the weakest ob- 
stacles the cause of home rule has ever en- 
countered. It would not be surprising if 
the policy adopted by the Government to 
secure its continuance should precipitate its 
fall. 


AN ODIOUS MONOPOLY. 


The contest between the people of Roches- 
ter and the Bell Telephones Company has 
reached the stage where rebellious subscrib- 
ers undertake to set up a competing com- 
pany which shall use a telephone based 
upon patents that do not infringe upon 
BELL’s. Other cities have fought the Bell 
monopoly as Rochester is fighting it, and 
have tried to set up exchanges by 
using telephones based on patents not 
owned by the monopoly. They have 
failed, as in all probability Rochester 
will fail. Indianapolis had the support of 
a State law limiting the rates, and the law 
was sustained by the courts, but now the 
citizens who fought the company so bitter- 
ly are paying rates greater than the old 
ones, and greater than those specified by 
the law, and there isa demand for the repeal 
of the statute. Perhaps there is no better 
schoolin which one can learn the power 
and greed of the great monopoly than a 
local contest like this. 

Aggrieved users of telephones may as well 
look the matter squarely in the face. The 
Bell Company is too strong for them. It is a 
good fight which they were making, and 
they have the sympathy of all men who 
hate oppressive monopoly, but they cannot 
win. The Bell Company is an oppressive 
and odious monopoly. It compels local com- 
panies to pay an annual rent of $14 for the 
use of instruments whose entire cost is only 
$3 42, in order that it may pay enormous 
dividends upon a capital seven times 
watered. Not content -with the profits 
arising from these exactions, it hastaken the 
local companies by the throat and compelled 
them to surrender from 30 to 51 per cent. of 
capital stock which they are forced to water 
in order to meet thisdemand. In this way 
it takes a double profit and has extended 
its power until now all of the local organ- 
izations are falling into its hands. With 
capital and assets amounting to nearly 
$40,000,000, it is rapidly getting posses- 
sion of the entire telephone business and 
building up an organization like that of the 
Western Union, but stronger than the 
Western Union, because no other company 
can even begin to do business in opposition 
toit. As it extends its power it raises the 
cost of telephoning by the methods which 
we have described. 

Have the people who have learned to use 
the telephone no remedy against this great 
and odious monopoly whose existence they 
have made possible by enacting patent 
laws? It is plain that acontest like that 
now going on in Rochester affords no rem- 
edy. Citizens will be forced eventually to 
give up their telephones or pay the monopo- 
ly’s price. The experience of Indiana indi- 
cates that State laws restricting rates do 
not supply aremedy. The Federal District 
Courts have been led by a series of 
carefully devised collusive suits to make 
decisions upholding the Bell patents 
against competitors—decisions based upon 
evidence prepared by parties ostensibly 
hostile to each other, but actually friendly; 
decisions that, once made by a District 
Judge, are confirmed by other District 
Judges, not upon evidence, but in obedience 
to an unwritten and pernicious law of 
“courtesy.” Some of the most important 
suits now pending before the Supreme Court 
were collusive in their origin; the interfer- 
ence cases before the Patent Office examin- 
ers have been collusive; nearly all of these 
proceedings have been only so many de- 
vices used by the monopoly to buttress up 
its power and forestall the attacks of assail- 
ants who are in earnest. . 

A remedy may be furnished by a suit 
brought by the Government itself to annul 
BELL’s patent, a suit supported by evidente 
that the patent was procured by fraud. 
There is such evidence in existence, and it 
is sufficient to warrant such a proceeding. 
Itshould be used without delay. It is a 
suit in which not only telephone users but 
the whole people aré or should be deeply 
interested, for the growth of great and op- 
pressive monopolies based upon patents 
has put our patent system on trial. Still 
it should not be forgotten that if 
the evidence in such a suit should be pow- 
erful enough to break down the Bell pat- 
ent, the corporation would even then be 
able to control the business almost as com- 
pletely as it does now. It owns many other 
patents which it has been putting aside 
for a rainy day, and itis said that applica- 
tions upon which action has been delayed 
in the Patent Office would then yield pat- 
ents that would give it a new lease of pow- 
er. At all events it would have a grand 
plant and enjoy the advantages of being in 
possession. Nevertheless the annulmentofits 
main patent, a fraudulent issue, would en- 
courage inventors and capitalists to enter 
the field, and the people might gain some 
relief by competition. A remedy may be 


supplied, also, by the invention of some 


telephonic instrument which even collusive 
suits and complacent Judges’ could not 
suppress. If one bears in mind, however, 
the course of litigation thus far and the 
attitude of the courts, he will not place 
much reliance upon this chance, at least if 
he shall assume that the Government will 
fail to win its case against BELL’s patent. 

The power which the telephone monopo- 
lists are exercising was given to them by 
the people, and it is the people who now 
suffer under the exercise of it. What will 
they do if, with evidence of the fraudulent 
procurement of the patent before them, 
their agents shall not be able to obtain jus- 
tice? Surely there will arise a feeling of 
great hostility toward our patent system, 
and this feeling will be manifested in legis- 
lation. Our patent system should not be 
overthrown, but the abuse of its privileges 
by such corporations asthe Bell Company 
exposes it to attacks that may greatly 
weaken it. 


PUBLICATION OF DISSENTING OPIN- 
IONS. 

The Evening Post contends that the pub- 
lication of opinions of Judges dissenting 
from the decisions of courts of last resort is 
a “ vicious practice.” . Its chief argument is 
that the decision settles the law, and the 
arguments of dissenting Judges against the 
conclusions reached have an injurious effect 
upon the public in “‘ increasing the hurtful 
sense of uncertainty of law and tending to 
bring its administration into contempt.” 

The fact is that the law can never be re- 
garded as finally settled, and much mis- 
chief has been done by regarding the de- 
cisions of courts of last resort as forever 
irreversible and binding on all subsequent 
cases. They are, of course, binding upon 
lower courts, and must be followed so long 
as they stand as the best judgment of the 
tribunal of appeal, but thereis nothing to 
prevent the same questions from being 
carried again to the court of last resort. 
No court is infallible, and it is al- 
ways possible that a more’ thorough 
discussion and the application of wider 
learning and deeper thought to the 
controverted question may lead to differ- 
ent conclusions. Nothing should be re- 
garded as finally settled until it is unques- 
tionably settled right, and the way should 
always be considered open for a new adjudi- 
cation of important points. The theory 
that courts are above criticism and that 
their decisions are to be held sacred from 
objections is not calculated to promote 
progress in the settlement of legal princi- 
ples. As ex-Judge DILLON remarked in dis- 
cussing this matter before the American 
Bar Association last Summer: “Not un- 
frequently dissenting opinions are the 
sounder opinions.” If this is so, the way 
should be open forthe principles maintained 
in them to prevail ultimately. The time 
may come when their sounder conclusions 
will be accepted and become the decisions 
of the majority in the same or other courts. 

This result can only be promoted through 
the utmost freedom of dissenting Judges to 
present their opinions in the fullest and 
strongest manner and in their publication 
for such competent discussion as may be 
given to them. Other Judges may derive 
much benefit from-a study of these opinions, 
and they may have great influence upon 
subsequent adjudications. Suppose, for in- 
stance, the court of last resort in one State 
makes a decision which some of its best 
Judges regard as erroneous and unsound. It 
seems to usthat they must be bound by asense 
of duty to present and sustain by argument 
their own conclusions, and in another State 
when the same question comes up their 
views may be accepted. They may in the 
longrun come to prevail generally and to 
establish the finally accepted law on that 
point. To stop the publication of dissenting 
opinions and practically to put an end to 
the discussion of the decisions of courts of 
last resort would be to check the progress 
of adjudication toward absolute soundness. 
It would be to assume the infallibility of 
the majority of the men who happened at 
any particular time to be sitting as Judges 
in a Court of Appeals. 

As to the sense of uncertainty of the law, 
there ought to be such a sense so long as 
there are decisions open to serious ques- 
tion, and its administration canbe brought 
into contempt only by decisions which 
ought not to be allowed to rest as final. 
The highest tribunal in this country, the 
Supreme Court of the United States, has 
rendered a decision on the legal tender 
question which has been the subject of some 
very able criticism, Many high authorities 
regard the dissenting opinions as the sound- 
er opinions in that case, and have not hesi- 
tated to say so. This discussion is calculat- 
ed to beget a clearer understanding of the 
principles involved and sounder conclusions 
upon the question, which may in time pre- 
vail. The suppression of such discussions 
or of the important part to them which is 
contributed by dissenting Judges would be 
a most “‘ vicious” exercise of authority.

The glassblowers’ strike gives evidence, 
in its partial and incomplete character, of 
the indisposition of men who are earning 
good wages to throw them away on 
an order from the leader of a trades 
union. This is a demonstration that has 
for some time been needed. No employer 
would thinkof exercising over his workmen 
the same authority that is claimed by the 
leaders of trades unions, and that in this 
strike is assumed by Mr. Corrry, the Gen- 
eral Master Workman of the glassblowers. 
The car drivers in this city, the tanners and 
curriers of Peabody and Salem, and the men 
employed in the packing trade in Chicago 
have given three conspicuous instances of 
how men may injure themselves seriously 
by obeying orders to strike. The glass- 
blowers are better off than these men be- 
cause they are skilled laborers and their 
places cannot readily be filled. They do not 
run much risk of losing their situations 
even by a foolish strike. They do run a 
very definite risk of losing their wages for 
some weeks or months, with no very definite 
prospect of making good the loss when they 
resume work. They are to be commended 
for the reluctance they show to subject 
their families to discomfort. and possibly to 
distfess in order to enable Mr. CorFrey 
“show his power.*

THE GUASSBLOWERS STRIKE. 


COFFEY’S ORDER OBEYED WITH MANIr 
FEST RELUCTANCE, 

The strike which Master Workman Johy 
Coffey, of the Druggists’ Ware Glassblowers® 
League, Eastern Division, is trying to force on all 
the glassbiowers of his district, still fails to excite 
any enthusiasm among the men. It required 
Coffey’s personal influence and eloquence to ins 
duce the men in this vicinity to quit the work at 
which they were earning over $5 per day, just 
because they were assisted by apprentices whe 
were learning the same trade. But having ax 
complished his ends here, Coffey has gone oves 
to New-Jersey to induce obedience on the part 
of the glassblowers of that State, who at first re. 
fused to pay any attention to his order. 

At the works of Hagerty Brothers & Co., wher¢ 
all the men were induced to go out, matters re 
Mmained unchanged yesterday. An Executive 


Committees of the men sent word during the 
afternoon to Mr. Michael Hagerty that they 
would like to meet him. Mr. Hagerty went over 
to Brooklyn, but the consultation was without 
results, the committee finally informing him 
that the men would not return to work. The 14 
men at the Bushwick Glass Works who refused 
to go out with the rest of the workmen have so 
far stuck to their tubes. They are able to keep 
one furnace employed. Mr. Brooktield, fearin 
that they might come to grief at the hands o 
their former fellow-workmen, saw that they had 
police protection yesterday on their way to and 
from their work. He thinks they are deserving 
of great praise for their good sense and courage 
in keeping their agreement with his company. 

Mr. Brooktield, who is President of the Green 
Glassware Manufacturers’ Association, East, 
said yesterday he thought there was litti¢ 
chance Coffey would sueceed in name his or 
der tosrike obeyed. The men generally wer 
too intelligent to be ruled by such a high-hande¢ 
despot. In New-Jersey, where there are moré 
glassblowers than in any of the other. State¢ 
affected by his order, Coftey would find very 
serious Opposition. If he persevered in his pres- 
ent course the men might leave the league and 
form another organization. 

Telegrams ana letters received yesterday 
from different places in New-Jersey added 
weight to Mr. Brookfield’s opinion. The. men 
in the Hawley Glass Works, at Hawley, were 
all at work, apparently oblivious to the exist 
ence of an order to strike or of Master Work- 
man Coffey. Mr. Synnott, Secretary of the Man. 
ufacturers’ Association, wrote that his blowers 
had wired the men at the Bushwick Works 
to keep at work, and that the blowers all over 
New-Jersey were organizing to beat Cotfey. The 
indications are, therefore, that the Master Work- 
man will have to use his influence with the 
members of the league in New-Jersey for all it 
is worth if he is to make the strike successful iu 
that sandy State. 

One of the cities where Mr. Coffey succeeded 
by his presence in making the men quit work i¢ 
Baltimore. Mr. Becker, of the firm of Becket 
Brothers & Co., of that city, was here yesterday, 
and first learned from the newspapers that bi 
men had yielded to Coffey’s demands. He ha 
come to New-York on business, but dropped if 
very quickly and started back for Baltimore las! 
evening. There will be no yielding on the part 
of his firm,as he thinks it can stand a shut- 
down better than the men can. All the 
manufacturers seem decided on the same 
of action—that if their men wil 
not return to work and agree tc 
remain until the end of the blast, July 1, they 
will shut down their works. If Coffey wants to 
drive well paid men away from their work the 
manufacturers will have to co-operate with him 
to this extent. Should the men agree on the 
strike the manufacturers will have hard work te 
fill their places on account of the skilled nature 
of the work, but they have so far bad the ex- 

erience that a positive shut-down is very 

amping to the ardor of strikers, and expect 
that rather than have it occur Coffev’s commands 
will be disobeyed. Said a large manufacturer 
yesterday: ‘I heard a blower say the best thing 
for Ceffey would be for some oneto throw him 
into the river and cool him a tritie.” 

Forty men employed in Haggerty’s druggist 
glassware factory on Smith-street, Brooklyn, 
struck yesterday for an increase in wages, al- 
though they signed an agreement with their 
employers on Nov. 1. The strike threw about 
300 men out of employment. The men earned 
from $5 to $10 a day. All the employes in 
Brooktield’s factory also struck yesterday, but 
by 1 o’clock half of them had returned to work. 
These are the only factoriesin Brooklyn affected 
by the strike. 


WANTING A NEW CLUBHOUSE. 


THE SEAWANHAKAS LOOKING TO TH 
WESTERN POINT OF CONEY ISLAND. 
The chief topic of discussion at the fifth 

and last meeting for this year of the Seawan- 

haka Corinthian Yacht Club, at Delmonico’s, 
last evening, was a change of location. As mat- 
ters stand now theclub has no house of its own 
and no peaceful basin wherein to drop its anch- 


ors. The house at Tomypkinsville is controlled

It was suggested that a clubhouse and 

basin might be built in conjunction with the 

New-York Yacht Club on the western point of 

Coney Island. A majority of the members pres- 

ent last evening favored that plan. A commit- 

tee of three was appointed to lock for a club- 

house site and report at the next annual 

meeting. : 

During the evening Lieut. William Henn, of 
the British cutter Galatea, came into the room.

MUSIOAL AND DRAMATIC. 


THE PATTI CONCERT. 
After an eastward flight that lifted the 
philosophic soul of the Hub into a momentary 
burst of emotion and enthusiasm, Mme. Adelina 


Patti and the other songsters now under the | 
guidance of Mr. Henry E. Abbey have returned | 
to this city for a brief stay. Last evening they | 


reappeared in the Academy of Music, and made 
that respectable old building resound with the 
familiar and beloved music that has long gath- 
ered crowds within its walls—music given 
utterance, too, by voices not strange 
to the place nor to the people. The 
abiding affection of the public for the 
most perfect vocal music in the world was 
abundantly demonstrated by the great audience 
assembled to listen—an audience decked itself 
in purple and fine linen to do honor tothe occa- 
sion, that blossomed in alternate spots of femi- 
nine loveliness and masculine vigor in stalls and 
boxes and gallery; an audience that was notable 
in appearance as well asin size. It was unques- 
tionably a cultivated and critical audience, famil- 
iar with operatic music and with the best treat- 
ment of it to be found in the musical centres 
of the Old World or in the opera houses 
of the New. That such an audience should 
have been several times roused to a pitch of en- 
thusiasm rarely witnessed in an American place 
of amusement was a worthy tribute to the abili- 
ties of the great artist whose name stands at the 
head of the company, and to the admirable asso- 
ciates with whom Mr. Abbey has surrounded 
her. Theentertainment was made up, as all 
those of the present tour have been and will be, 
of a miscellaneous concert followed by a selec- 
tion from an opera givenin costume and with 


scenic accessories. Programmes of this nat- 
ure are open to criticism for their lack 
of homogeneity, but where the object 
is to give the patrons of entertainment as 
much opera as possible without subjecting them 
to the necessity of contributing to the payment 
of the heavy expense inseparable from complete 
operatic F pelag esa ae With great artists in the 
leading réles, this class of entertainment is not 
only the one available form, but an exceedingly 
welcome one. The audiences at the Patti con- 
certs thus far have received them in this spirit, 
and have shown that they were more than con- 
tented with the vocal feast prepared for them. 
It is a very difficult matter to say anything 
about the singing of Mme. Patti that has 
not been said over and over again. Every 
form of praise that can be invented has been ex- 
hausted, and yet,asathing of beauty is a jo 
forever, such singing as hers is welcomed at 
every hearing with a delight that never grows 
old and a satisfaction that never palls. In the 
concert part of last evening’s entertainment 
Mme. Patti's first number was the well known 
valse song, ‘‘Ombra leggiera,” from Meyerbeer’s 
*“Dinorah.” This aria is particularly well 
adapted to a display of Mme. Patti’s wonder- 
ful facility of execution, and her render- 
ing of it last evening fairly ‘dazzled 
her hearers. She was recalled again. and 
again, and finally sang ‘‘ Comin’ Thro’ the Rye” 
with delicious simplicity and grace. Her second 
selection was Eckert’s “Echo Song,” in which 
her clear cut vocalization in a cadenza passage 
at the end of the song brought forth a storm of 
rapturous applause. After several recalls she 
sang **‘ Home, Sweet Home” with the usual effect 
of bringing tears to many eyes. Mme. Scalchi 
was not in the best of voice last evening, but the 
shght difficulty under which she labored } 
only served to bring into play the re- 
sources of her consummate art. She sang 
“No, no, no,” from ‘Les Huguenots,” 
admirably, and was only able by _ ex- 
pressive pantomime to persuade the audience to 
excuse her from arepetition. Signor Guille, the | 
tenor, was heard only in the first part of last 
evening’s entertainment, but he covered him- 
self with sufficient glory. He first sang ‘“ Spirito 
gentil” from * La Favorita,” and when the audi- 
ence insisted on his singing again, he gratified 
every hearer by a vigorous delivery of that 
declamatory number which so many hearers re- 
gard as a tenor’s crucial test—“ Di quella 
pira.” Signor Guille gave the audience 
good measure, for he produced two 
brilliant and well sustained high (C’s, and 
when recalled with cheers and bravos, did it 
over as if he thought it a pleasant vocal pastime. 
His second solo was an air from Donizetti's 
“Don Sebastiano,” which he supplemented with 
a graceful Frenchchanson. Signor Galassi sang 
**Sei vendicata” from “ Dinorah,”’ and a bolero 
by Signor Arditi, displaying his fine voice and 
artistic method to advantage. Signor Novara 
gave Molloy’s “London Bridge” with excellent 
taste. The operatic portion of the entertain- 
ment comprised selections from the first and 
second acts of ‘“Semiramide,” Mme. Patti, 
Mme. Sealchiand Signor Novara appearing re- 
spectively as Semiramide, Arsace,and Assur. 
Mme. Sealchi sang her cavatina “ Eccomi alfine” 
with splendid breadth of style and with great 
vigor, and treated her share of the duet, “ D’un 
tenero amore,” in amanner beyond criticism. 
Signor Novara sang his part ofthe number ex- 
cellently. Itis harly necessary to say anything 
about Mme. Patti's‘ Bel raggio.” It is sufficient 
to note that the remarkably difficult aria 
was sung with the great soprano’s usual ease, 
certainty, and power. The climax of the per- 
formance was reached in the duo, ‘Serbami 
ognor,” in which lame. Patti and Mme. Scalchi 
repeated a performance which has grown to be 
regarded as one of the most perfect pieces of 
vocalization heard in [talian opera within the 
memory of living operagoers. The two singers 
werecalled to the footlights several times, and the 
audience seemed loth to see the last of them. 
At to-morrow evening’s entertainment the 
operatic excerpt will be from “‘ Marta.” 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

“ Aida” had its final performance, for the 
present at least, at the Metropolitan Opera 
House yesterday evening. Fraulein Brandt’s 
highly dramatic representation of Amneris, 
Herr Robinson’s earnest and graceful portrayal 
of Amonasro, and Herr Fischer’s sonorous de- 
livery of the measures allotted to Ramphis were 
heard once more with a satisfaction that found 
expression in applause and in calls to the foot- 
lights. Frau Herbert-Foerster sang her open- 
ing aria in the third act with so much 
tonal charm as to call forth a particularly loud 
salvo of plaudits, and the gorgeous scenic attire 
of the opera held and delighted the eye from the 
rising of the curtain unto the going down thereof. 
The final presentation of ‘“‘ Aida,” while it was 
conspicuous through the same _ excellences 
that marked its production, was attenuated, 


as to effect, by the same elements that 
detracted from the impressiveness ofits earliest 
performance. In yesterday’s rendering of 
** Aida” some change for the better was indeed 
perceptible in its least commendable features. 
‘Either Herr Zobel did better work than he had 
done heretofore or else appreciation of his efforts 
is somewhatin the nature of an acquired taste, for 
the tenor’s adverse influence upon the charm of 
the opera was much less formidable than it had 
been since his first appearance. Herr Seidl, on 
the other hand, revealed a disposition to occa- 
sionally follow Verdi’s tempos as well as thecom- 
poser’s notes, although he dragged the time 
of the finale to the second act—with the excep- 
tion of its very last measures—so persistently 
as to despoli that noble and stirring number of 

very atom of itscommunicative spirit. What- 
ever responsibility may rest upon Herr Zobel for 
his unsatisfactory personation of Radames, there 
is no doubt whatever that the blame for the 
comparatively Geneon impression of 
Verdi's score at the Metropolitan must be laid 
upon the conductor—a most efficient director of 
Waegner’s music-dramas, but as pachydermatous 
# leader of other master works as Hans von Wol- 
zogen’s ideal Bayreuth could train and send toa 
long-suffering community. Fortunately ‘‘ Aida” 
willlive notwithstanding little mishaps of this 
sort, and while Mr. Stanton’s liberal and taste- 
ful production of the opera has afforded grateful 
evidénce of the manager’s appreciation 
of good music of every kind, he may 
feel assured that the Egyptian mise 
en scéne was not looked upon yester- 
day for the last time. The day may come when 
even Wagner’s worshipers will be brought to a 
recognition that opera, be its texi German 
or Italian, neither began nor ended with the 
composer of “ Parsifal.” 


MR. JEFFERSON'S RETURN. 


Mr. Joseph Jefferson began an engage- 
ment at the Star Theatre last evening, the play 
being “Rip Van Winkle.” The audience was 
quite large and showed its enthusiasm freely. 
At the close of the first act Mr. Jefferson was 
ralled before the curtain by a storm of cheers, 
and the applause and laughter that he evoked 
almost without sessation throughout the per- 
formance gave abundant token of how the audi- 
ence appreciated his work. Although the play 
has been given 80 many years, it does not 


seem to have lost any of -its charm. Its 
quaint pathos no less than its grotesque humor, 
as brought out by Mr. Jefferson, meve audiences 
as of old. Looking at and listening to the por- 
trayal, persons forget, just a8 they always have, 
the anachronism of hearing a Dutchman use a 
German dialect and the other palpable absurdi- 
ties in the piece. They do observe, with min- 
gied but always strong emotion, the charm of 
the actor’s art which brings out with such life- 
like clearness the character of the old vaga- 
bond through alternate surroundings of roister- 
ing and pathos. This remains as striking and 
vivid as ever. Tho only difference between 
the performance of last evening and the innu- 
merable preceding ones by the actor of the same 
part was in the stage setting. Mr. Jefferson 
now brings to his aid some scenic resources, and 
the happenings on the mountain havesomething | 
like fitting surroundings. In other respects, 
even as to the weakness of the supporting com- 
pany, the performance is just as good a8 it has 
Biways been. The art of Mr, Jefferson is great

MISS FORTESCUE. 

Miss Fortescue’s farewell week at the Ly- 
ceum Theatre will be devoted to the display of 

| the young lady’s good looks and artistic inca- 
| pacity in two little plays that are certainly 
not worth acting at all, unless they can 
be acted well. “King René’s Daughter,” 
which is one of the works of Herz, the Danish 
poet, that Sir Theodore Martin translated years 
ago for English readers, was successful for a 
short time on the London stage because the 
| great inherent power and fine acquired skill 
of Ellen Tree were brought to bear upon 
|

the principal personage; but since her 
time the little piece has been rarely 
touched. Mr. Irving had the text altered by Mr. 
W. G. Wills and produced the play some years 
aco under the title of “ Iolanthe” at the London 


Lyceum, but it is not retained in the repertory 
of that house. Mrs. Scott-Siddons, a beautiful 
woman, in whose artistic work the note of 
true feeling was lacking, almost succeeded 
in making the personality of Iolanthe interest- 
ing. Itis more than 17 years now since she was 
seen in ‘‘King René’s Daughter” at the Fifth- 
Avenue Theatre, when Mr. Daly was strug- 
gling for a foothold among New-York 
managers, though the pictorial beauty of 
her performance is still remembered by a few 
playgoers. But Miss Fortescue lacks not only 
the talent and training of Ellen Tree, but the 
tact and intelligence of Mrs. Scott-Siddons as 
well; she does not know how to use her voice 
properly; her false inflections, misplaced em- 
phasis, and incomprehensible mispronunciation 
of simple words are positively irritating, and the 
pleasing etfect her comeliness at first produces 
is speedily forgotten in the sense of deficiency 
created by her attempts to depict traits of human 
character. There are moments in “ King René’s 
Daughter” in which the sympathies of such an 
audience as that assembled in the Lyceum last 
evening could be aroused by an actress compe- 
tent to embody the character of Iolanthe; but 
in Miss Fortescue’s hands the girl’s ignorance of 
her blindness, her first knowledge of her 
affliction, and her bewilderment when her 
sight is restored to her, went for almost 
nothing, aud her associates did little to 
make the piece impressive in the right 
way. Mr. Fred Terry, indeed, as the in- 
truding - knight, was more fervent and more 
picturesque than he has been hitherto; but Mr. 
Charles Overton as the Moorish physician, called 
by the others Ya-Ya, was comical to the verge of 
burlesque, and Mr. Hardy Vernon’s attempt to 
emulate the dashing grace and fervor of a 
fifteenth century knight provoked many a smile. 

The best work done by Miss Fortescue last 
evening, and the best she has done in New-York, 
was in the first part of Mr. Gilbert’s two-act joke 
called “Sweethearts.” As the coquettish maiden, 
who allows her lover to start upon along jour- 
ney without encouragement, she did not always 
do violence to the author’s ideal; and the tears 
shed by the foolish girl, when shg realizes that 
he has, indeed, departed, were surprisingly 
natural for a performer, generally so artiticial. 
Here, then, was a touchof true pathos. But, 
alas, itis associated in the memory with many 
artistic crudities and inconsistencies. Why did 
Jennie Northcott walk about her garden as if 
she was treading on eggs? Why, when she 
stooped to pluck a flower for Harry, and decided 
to give him a potted plant instead, did she favor 
the audience with a prodigious wink? It was a 
surprise that Mr. Sugden should act so well 
as Sir Henry Spreadbrow in the second 
act of “Sweethearts.” His portrayal of 
the crusty old jurist owas humorous 
and effective. The bearing and speech did not 
suggest a cultivated man, however; his manners 
were those, rather, of the comic British trades- 
man of contemporary plays. As the youth in 
Act I his acting did not have a suggestion of ro- 
mance, and like all his work hitherto was inele- 
gant and ungraceful. 


DOCKSTADER’S. 

With “ Billy” Birch again in his place as 
the “ bones,” Dockstader’s pretty little theatre 
last evening took on a reminder of old times. 
This illusion was added to by the appearance of 
the audience, which included a large number of 
those who were wont to frequent the San Fran~ 


cisco minstrel entertainments years ago. When 
Mr. Birch cameon with the remainderof the 
company he was received with great applause 
and with shouts of “‘ Hurrah for Birch.” Hisample 
smile expanded until it nearly equaled that of 
dead and gone Backus, as he listened to the 
greetings. inally, compelled to respond, he 
ave his thanks, kissed his hand gallantly to the 
adies, and took his place amid applause and 
laughter. Then the show proceeded. There 
was a good deal of the show, and what there was 
was good. ‘ Lew” Dockstader kept up his end, 
as the sayingis, and the dialogues between him 
and Mr. Moreland and between the latter and Mr.

E. W. Johnson, the 
trainer of the Brooklyn Athletic Association, ac- 
knowledged that Ross had been stopping at his 
house, but declared that he had not seen him 
for three days. This was considered at least 
a@ suspicious circumstance and his absence was 
charged to both sides, according to partisan 
views. Ross’s affidavit was that Ford had gone 
with him to the games, had entered under the 
name of ‘“T. Williams,” and that he had regis- 
tered that name for him ata Springfield hotel. 
There was an ugly air about the proceedings, and 
at times there seemed every prospect of a fracas. 
Thé Brooklyn contingent in the audience was for 
some reason exceedingly bitter against Mr. Ford, 
andeven J. E. Sullivan, of the Investigating 
Committee, showed a rancor in his treatment of 
the defendant and his iawyer which was the re- 
verse of impartiality. Mr. Ford also lost his 
temper ever part of Johnson’s testimony, and 
interrupted it with a wringing “‘ You're a liar!” 

The defense showed that Mr. Ford had been 
adjudged innocent of the charges by the New- 
York Athletic Club, and boldly stated that jeal- 
ousy and quarrels were at the bottom of the whole 
matter. The prosecution put E. W. Johnson on 
the stand first. He testified that Ford had come 
to him before the games and had asked him 
for a professional uniform, which he had 
given him, and that he had gone to Springfield 
later and had seen the pieces of the hotel regis- 
ter bearing Ford’s assumed signature, “T. Will- 
iams,” cut out by the hotel clerk and_given to 
one Wheeler, a Springfield detective. He swore 
that he had introduced Ford in October to Ric- 
Lain atthe Boston Caledonian games, and that 
McLain had said: “I know Mr. Williams.” He 
acknowledged that Ford had once caused a gold 
watch, which had been given him at a benefit, to 
be taken away from him. 

McLain, a professional athlete of Medford, 
Mass., testified that he was at Springfield at the 
games, and that Ross had pointed out ‘T. Will- 
oon to him and said that it was Malcolm W. 

ord. 

A statement to the effect that Ford had taken 
part in the games, signed by seven professionals 
of the Boston Caledonian Club, and an affidavit 
by T. Keating, the professional athlete of Spring- 
field, that he identitied “T. Williams” with Ford 
by means of a photograph, completed the case 
for the prosecution. 

In defense Lawyer Meeker put Mr. Ford on the 
stand. He testified with great earnestness that 
he had been merely a spectator at the games, 
that he had paid Ross's expenses up, because 
Ross had begged him to get him there, and that 
he had merely gone for pleasure. He denied 
that he had registered at any hotel in Spring- 
field. When the slips bearing the signatures 
‘““T, Williams, Baltimore,” and ‘ T. Morton. 
Baltimore,” which had been taken from the 
register, were shown to him, he denied that 
he had written them or that he had stopped 
there. He said that he had pe grscecd iven 
Ross money, as he was “nota bad fellow for a 
professional athlete.” He denied that he bad 
ever run for money, and showed the cause of his 
unfriendliness with Ross and Johnson. 

Prof. George Goldie testified that he had made 
a thorough investigation of the matter, and had 
found no ground for believing that Ford had 
taken part in the games. Letters wereread from 
members of the Boston Caledonian Club and 
Secretary Leith, of the Springfield Club, and 
from professional athletes declaring that. Ford 
had not taken age in the games. Ford had been 
confronted with several of those present at the 
games, and they had failed to recognize him. 
The description of T. Williams -was of a shorter 
man than Ford, with a black mustache. 

The investigating committee will make their 
report to the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Amateur Athletes, and the 
result will probably be announced next week. 


BANK WRECKERS HELD. 


CHILDLIKE SIMPLICITY OF A BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—United States 
Commissioner Edmunds, with a stack of papers 
and books piled on the table before him 
that revealed nothing but his blue eyes 
and auburn siae whiskers, conducted the 
hearing in the case of ex-President William Her- 
bert, Sr., and Cashier Henry Seitz, of the First 
National Bank of,Glen Rock, York County, 
charged with embezzling the institution’s funds. 


United States Attorney Valentine’s office 
was packed. ag ir? Joseph T. Fox appeared 
for Seitz, and D. M. Shickley defended Herbert. 
District Attorney Valentine represented the 
prosecution. Ex-President Herbert, a thin, 
nervous man, nearly 70 years of age, 
with a face almost the prototype of 
William M. Evarts, sat next to his counsel, with 
whom he occasionally communed in stage whis- 
pers. Cashier Seitz,a stout man, with a gray 
chin beard, eyed the witnesses Sloomily, and 
didn’t have much to say to his lawyer. 

The first witness, Nathaniel J. Seitz, an ere 
accountant, said that he was a nephew 
of the Cashier. The Cashier is a brother- 
in-law of the ex-President. Director Noah 
Seitz is a nephew of Cashier Seitz, and 
was &@ partner in business with the President. 
The relationships were s0 numerous that 
the Commissioner could scarcely keep the 
run of them. The testimony disclosed the 
old story of a Board of Directors that 
did not direct and @ President and Cashier in 
whom implicit confidence was placed. Director 
Noah kK. Seitz, a tall bony man, with 
a shrewd, businesslike countenance, said 
that he had been a £ Director’ for 
over & year and a half when the bank collapsed 
in October last. He and ex-President Herbert 
had been partners in the grain and flour busi- 
ness. He did not authorize his partner to draw 
any notes in the name of the firm. 

Expert Accountant Nathaniel J. Seitz, a resi- 
dent of Washington, testified that he was 
employed to examine the books of the 
Glen Rock Bank after its failure. The 
first overdraft he founa amounted to 
$11,687 05, onanote dated Nov. 26, 1885, and 
signed William Herbert & Sons. The entire 
amount of the overdrafts is $33,245 56. 

The present President, Joseph Dise, stroked 
his receding chin placidly as he answered 
the fusillade of questions which was aimed 
at him by the Commissioner and _ the 
two lawyers. He said that he had 
been a Director for 11 years pap and during 
that time had never looked at the books. 
He placed _— entire contidence in the 
President and Cashier, and never suspect- 
ed that anything was wrong with the 
accounts. Director Noah K. Seitz gave the same 
sort of testimony. Director William Gerberick, 
who had been connected with the board for two 
years, reposed the same childlike confidence in 
the President and Cashier. ; 

Commissioner Edmunds said that the testi- 
mony showed such a remarkable atate of affairs 
thatit would be an insult to the Cashier’s 
intelligence to say that he had no knowledge of 
what was going on. He fixed the bail at 
$5,000 each for appearance before the United 
States court. Herbst obtained bail, but Seitz 
was unable to secure a bondsman and went to 
jail. Jacob and William Herbst, Jr., sons of the 
ex-Bank President, are under arrest at Balti- 
more on the same charge.

RIVALRY STILL UNADJUSTED. 


LATEST STATEMENT OF THE BALTIMORE 
AND OHIO’S POSITION. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 29.—The Sun will to- 
morrow publish the following: ‘‘ The statements 
and counter-statements concerning negotiations 
between the Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Companies for an 
arrangement by which the Baltimore and 
Ohio would use 2a portion of the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania corporation, con- 
tinue to be a leading topic in financial and rail- 


road circles. The Baltimore and Ohio interest 
until to-day had nothing to say beyond oracular 
utterances that were not satisfying because in- 
definite. Philadelphia has been all along the 
centre from which the reports emanated, and 
the situation there has seemed to change sev- 
eral times. The latest statement was 
made by the Philadelphia Press of to-day, 
to the effect that previous propositions 
made to the Baltimore and Ohio had not met 
with the approval of that company, and that the 
Pennsylvania will make a new offer, which will 
include a proposal for both companies to have 
freight terminals on Staten Island, and for the 
Pennsylvania to build the Arthur Kill bridge. 

‘“krom an undoubted authority on the Balto- 
more and Ohio side the position which that com- 
pany assumes is given now with a directness 
that can hardlyf{be misunderstood. The points 
are as follows: 

First—It is denied that there is any idea on 
the part of the Baltimore and Ohio of abandon- 
ing its purpose to have an independent line to 
New- York. ; 

Second—The Baltimore and Ohio believes that 
its contract with the Reading is binding and ef- 
fective, ard this includes the arrangement for 
the use of the Reading and the Jersey Central 
tracks between Philadelphia and New-York. 

Third.—In the event of any possible interrup- 
tion of these arrangements an independent line 
will bé built from Philadeiphia to Staten Island. 
There will be no lack of money to push it, and 
to that end a large fund is already in existence. 

Fourth—The Baltimore and Ohio will not per- 
mit itself to be forced to use the tracks of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, known as the United 
Rallroads of New-Jersey, between Philadelphia 
and New-York. 

Fifth—The Baltimore and Ohio will continue 
to recognize the claims of the public to have the 
advantages of fair railroad competition. It will 
keep its promises to them that the Baltimore 
and Ohio will establish a line between Baltimore 
and New-York that will be as independent as is 
its line between Washington and Baltimore. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Congressman W. R. 
Morrison left here this evening for Washington. 
It is known to a number of his friends in 
this city that Speaker Carlisle desires an 
investigation to be made of the election 
in Morrison’s district. Such an inquiry could be 
undertaken by resolution of the House, under 
which a special committee can be created.

The object of such an investiga- 
tion would be the bearing it might have in the 
next Presidential cumnpelge In the meantime 
Col. Morrison intends to follow the even tenor 
of his way during the coming session, while at 
home nis name is being considered as that of a 
candidate for Governor.

DR. ARMSTRONG DECIDED TO NEW-YORK. 


BE STILL INSANE. 

HIS WIFE’S STORY OF HIS TREATMENT 
OF HER—THREATENING HER LIFE 
TWENTY-SIX TIMES. 

The efforts of Dr. Henry A: Armstrong, of 
Evona, N. J., to secure his release from .the 
Morris Plains Insane Asylum, where he has been 
confined since September, 1885, have proved 
futile. Judge Magie yesterday, at Morristown, 
at the end of the third day of the hearing on the 
writ of habeas corpus, remanded the doctor to 
the custody of the asylum authorities. 

Mrs. Armstrong was the principal witness. 
She gave her evidence in a low, well modulated 
voice, frequently refreshing her memory by 
memoranda, She proved herself the equal of the 
lawyers engaged in her husband’s behalf, and 
the frequent tilts between them always resulted 
in herfavor. She said she was 37 years of age 
and had known the doctor all her life, his first 
wife having been an intimate friend. The doctor 
%Sefore his marriage was not addicted to profani- 
2y and was most amiable and gentle. She 
“slated the story of their marriage and of their 


“ending in New-York and wpoteries, around the 
4treets in search of a hotel, as told by her sister 
at the hearing on Saturday. The first time she 
noticed anything wrong with the doctor was 
one week before One left England. He or. 
peared to have been drugged. at the time. 8 
crouched down in the corner of the room and 
had two revolvers. He remained in this posi- 
tion for 10 hours, and during the time used the 
most violent language. Just before sailing he 
lacked power to concentrate his thoughts, and 
the crowd annoyed him greatly. 

At Evona, Mrs. Armstrong said, he complained 
of pains in his head, and liked to be left alone. 
He seized her by the throat after they had been 
there a few weeks. On his return from Wash- 
ington he brought with him a great number of 
sinall blocks on which to hang keys. One morn- 
ing, about 2 o’clock, she was awakened by the 
doctor fresping her by the throat. He said he 
wanted to kill her, but give no reason. When 
she threatened to call her sister he said he would 
kill her too, but on refiection said he loved her 
too much todo that. About three weeks after 
this he began pacing about the place, and said he 
wished he was on a desert island. For five nights 
he insisted on feeding the ponies at amidnight, 
and made his wife climb to the loft for the hay. 
He would afterward chase her with the pitch- 
fork. At one time he was found lying under one 
ofthe ponies. He delighted in burning matches 
at night. During the day he would collect them 
and place them carefully in boxes. Sixteen of 
these boxes were found in his room. He 
said she might open his letters, but when 
she did so he grabbed a pistol from the drawer 
and threatened to take her life. Her sister came 
to the rescue. Late in the night he would unlock 
all the doors and then raise an unearthly noise, 
and saidif she did not lock the doors he would 
kill her. He refused to get furniture for the 
house, although he had money. During the first 
Winter they had no carpets nor chairs, except 
such as they made. They occupied the same 
room except during four intervals of three weeks 
each. He would refuse food under the impres- 
sion that she was going to poison him. Atone 
time he would not take anything for 10 days. 

His attacks of mania at first took place at the 
full of the moon, but during thesecond year they 
occurred every week and just before his removal 
to the asylum every day. She would frequently 
awake at nightand find him standing over her. 
He would say that he wanted to spill oil on her 
face that he might burn her. He would go with- 
out shoes, coat, and waistcoat in the coldest 
weather and say that he wanted to catch 
—. thathe might die. He said that he 
cnew his end would be in a lunatic asylum, and 
directed her how to act when he should become 
insane. At one time he chased her with 
a carving knife, and said he would 
cut her tongue out. At another time, when they 
were at the railroad station, he pressed her 
head down against the rail. By a superhuman 
effort she broke loose just before the train 
passed. Hethen grabbed herand drew her to 
the bridge, and said they would have their necks 
broken together. He told the railroad agent, 
Mr. Phillips, that his home was a hell on earth, 
‘Pen days after this he put a pistol in his mouth 
and pointed another at her, and said that he 
would kill both himself and her. In all he 
threatened to kill her 26 times, and 10 times to 
take his own life also. On four occasions he at- 
tempted to strangle her, and twice, when out 
riding, tried to press her head downon a wheel 
of the carriage. 

On the cross-examination the doctor’s attor- 
neys became sarcastic, and the replies of Mrs. 
Armstrong to their questions frequently evoked 
peals of laughter from the audience. 

‘* Why didn’t the doctor shoot when he threat- 
ened to do so?” asked Lawyer Rowe. 

“Tdo not know. We must leave that to wiser 
heads than yours or mine,” quietly retorted the 
witness, 

“If the doctor had wanted you te go toan 
asylum would you have gone?’ 

* Yes; but when he had taken me thereI would 
have left him and come away.” 

Dr. Edward C. Booth, medical director of the 
Morris Plains Asylum, said he believed Dr. Arm- 
strong to be insane. This opinion was concurred 
in by Dr. William L. Russell, the first assistant; 
Dr. Charles P. Wortenbaker, the second assistant, 
and Martin A. Madden, the attendant. David F. 
Stewart, who at one time worked on the Arm- 
etrong farm, also testified to his belief in the doc- 
tor’s insanity. The case was then submitted to 
the Judge, without argument. 

Judge Magie said it would have been better if 
Dr. Armstrong’s friends had discovered the real 
facts in the case before proceeding. Hethought, 
however, that the doctor’s friends had reason to 
believe that there had been some improvement 
in his condition, and that although his age was 
against him, he might ultimately be restored. 
‘The evidence§ convinced him beyond a doubt 
that he ought to be remanded to the asylum. 
Dr. Armstrong’s attorneys say they will immedi- 
ately begin proceedings in chancery to have a 
commission in lunacy appointed. The effect of 
this will be, if the doctor is declared insane, to 
remove his poogerty from his wife’s hands, as 
the court will in that case have to appoint a 
guardian. 
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IMPORTANT INSURANOE CASE. 


Insurance people are greatly interested in 
a case which has been before a jury in the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, forsome time, and which 
resulted yesterday in a disagreement.

The attendance was the largest seen at a funeral 
there for many years, and included all the nota- 
ble men of the city. The Rev. Father Concilio led 
the requiem mass. Mare Cleveland, Finance 
Commissioner Edelstein, M. D. Tilden, and Jus- 
tice Joseph Warren were among the pall bearers. 


A party of Knights of Labor waited upon

OOMBINING FOR PROTEOTION. 


GROCERS AND BUTCHERS PLAN UNITED 
ACTION. 

The Central Association of Retail Mer- 
chants of New-York and vicinity held its first 
quarterly meeting yesterday at No. 213 East 
Twenty-third-street. There were represented 
the Grocers’ Associations of this city, Brooklyn, 
Long Island City, Yonkers, Nyack, Elizabeth, 
and Orange. The officers of the Central Associa- 
tion are C. F. Bussing, President; Stephen Pell, 
of Newark, N. J., and Martin A. Bullwinker, of 


Brooklyn, respectively, First and Second Vice- 
Presidents; Elisha Winter, of New-York, Secre- 
tary, and J. Eglers, of Yonkers, Treasurer. 

An invitation had been sent to the Retail 
Butchers’ Association, and that body sent up a 
delegate to inquire into the objects and scope of 
the new association. The butchers, this delegate 
said, were fighting the great manopolists in the 
West, and when the grocers informed .him that 
they were in sympathy with such a movement 
he remarked that if the butchers joined the Gro- 
cers’ Association they would eae =, require 
that grocers should cease selling fresh meats, 
To this a grocer replied that many butchers sold 
vegetables, and the grocers could with equal rea- 
sou object to this. The Chairman thought that 
if the grocers and butchers were agreed on other 
— these minor matters could be easily ar- 
ranged. 

Then the subject of lists of delinquents or 
“black lists’”’ was brought up, and Mr. Eylers, 
of Yonkers, produced a book containing a 
printed list of the delinquent debtors of Yonkers 
He suggested that every other associa- 
tion get up similar lists and send to the Central 
Association as many copies of each as there 
were constituent associations. This, he said, 
would enable every association grocer to ascer- 
tain whether a new customer, either in his own 
neighborhood or from another town, should. re- 
ceive credit. It was decided that all associa- 
tions should send to the Secretary of the Central 
Association the names of all delinquents, and 
that when any member asked for information 
about any one who wanted credit the Secretary 
should give it. 

The Yonkers delegates then complained about 
the system of sealing weights and measures in 
vogue in that place, wherethe police collected 
the fees and applied them toward the police 
fund.. Delegates from other places also criti- 
cised the system. They decided to send a com- 
mittee to the Legislature to ask a reform of the 
system. They will also send a delegation to the 
Retail Merchants’ Convention to be held in 
Washington on Jan. 26, when measures will be 
taken to secure Congressional aid in suppressing 
food adulteration.
